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HEN I WAS in old Russia before 

the Bolsheviks took over, I attend- 
ed an Easter service held at midnight 
in a Greek Orthodox Church. As the 
priests, after a long ceremony in which 
they marched three times around the 
building in search of the body of Christ, 
re-entered, they cried out, “Christ is 
risen.” And the people, bowing in ador- 
ation exclaimed, “He is risen indeed!” 


That is the Easter message — a mes- 
sage of triumph over death, victory 
over the grave. 


Because of the resurrection, we look 
forward with hope to the final Easter 
day when all born-again believers shall 
be clothed with bodies made of the 
same indestructible substance that our 
Lord brought from the tomb. “We shall 
be like him.” Christ’s resurrection de- 
fies doubt. It rests upon attested facts of 
history. 

First of all, we have four separate 
accounts written by Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John. 


Critics have searched for discrepan- 
cies, but a closeup study reveals a har- 
monious record. Admittedly, the nar- 
ratives of the four evangelists must be 
true or false. They either compiled a 
truthful record or conspired to perpe- 
trate a hoax. 


That the records could not have been 
made up without regard for material 
circumstances is demonstrated by points 
of harmony in the four texts. They are 
too much alike, but not entirely alike. 





This could not have been if manufac- 
tured by individuals who had nothing 
to do with each other. 


No two witnesses in court cases ever 
describe incidents exactly alike. One 
will see things that the other misses, and 
vice versa. This explains the existence 
of both gaps and points of similarity in 
the four resurrection documents. 


The foregoing deductions preclude 
the possibility of a conspiracy. There 
are too many apparent contradictions 
to admit the possibility of collabora- 
tion. There is too much similarity to 
cast doubt upon the story as a whole. 
Had the four men collaborated, they 
would have been careful to avoid the 
least semblance of contradiction. 


The records are therefore true state- 
ments of fact, written objectively, to be 
accepted as historical accounts. The 
resurrection of Jesus Christ was pre- 
sented by each evangelist as he himself 
understood the circumstances. Any 
charge of deception would be preposter- 
ous. 


In the second place, let it be recalled 
that all the accounts were written by 
eyewitnesses. Those who wrote had 
seen the risen Christ with their own 
eyes. 

The story of His life on earth, be- 
tween the resurrection and the ascen- 
sion, is related with simplicity. No at- 
tempt is made to color or exaggerate. 
One tells what the other omits. Each 
describes what he saw. 
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Had the writers been spinning yarns 
years later, they would certainly have 
represented their Master as appearing 
to His enemies and confounding them. 
That would have been the natural cli- 
max to the story. No writer of fiction 
would have thought of any other meth- 
od. If the charge of the critics be true, 
what an opportunity Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John missed! 


But the fact is, Christ did appear 
to His disciples. They did see Him. 


In the third place, even infidels ad- 
mit that the disciples believed He had 
risen. Renan said that a hallucinated 
woman gave the world a resurrected 
god. But that is impossible because 
there was a Matthew and a Thomas to 
convince and a Paul to convert. 


Strauss says His appearances were 
visionary. But the eleven and the five 
hundred could not have had the same 
vision at different times, different 
places and under different circum- 
stances. 


Others insist that He never died. 
What then of the “water and blood?” 
How account for it if He were not dead? 
Moreover, enemies guarded His body. 
If He had only fainted, His frame 
would have been weak and unable to 
escape from the tomb. 


Jesus Himself would have been an 
imposter. He stated that He would 
bring His body back from the grave. 
After His resurrection He declared that 
He had risen from the dead. His testi- 
mony cannot be impeached. The resur- 
rection of the Lord Jesus Christ is an 
attested fact of history. There are hun- 
dreds of accepted historical events that 
cannot boast nearly as many witnesses. 
We have a record of eleven appearances 
after His resurrection. 


First: Mary Magdalene at the tomb. 
Second: Peter. 

Third: Two disciples at Emmaus. 
Fourth: Disciples in the upper room. 
Fifth: Disciples with Thomas. 
Sixth: Disciples on the shore of 


Galilee. 
Seventh: Five hundred brethren. 


Eighth: Disciples on Olivet at the 
time of the ascension. 

Ninth: Stephen at his martyrdom. 

Tenth: Paul on the road to Damas- 
cus. 

Eleventh: John on the isle of Patmos. 

Some of these witnesses saw Him, 
not once, but several times. 

The credibility of several disciples 
is established by the fact that they were 
later martyred for their testimony. Men 
do not die voluntarily without good rea-

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WE CAN BE DESTROYED 
IN A MATTER OF MINUTES 


A SPEECH 
BY CONGRESSMAN CLARENCE CANNON 
OF MISSOURI 








HIS IS election year. On November 

6th the American people will deter- 
mine at the polls what administration 
will be entrusted with control of the 
Government for the next four years. 


Since 1789 the people of the United 
States have elected 34 Presidents and 
the 35th will be elected this year. In 
that respect it is a routine election. But 
this year there is a new note. This year, 
for the first time, there is the possibility 
that this may be the last Presidential 
election ever to be held under our form 
of government, and that the President 
elected this year may be the last Presi- 
dent in the history of the United States. 


Our people and our form of govern- 
ment are in greater danger today than 
they have been since the administration 
of President Washington. The sinister 
shadow of communism is engulfing the 
world and the United States is the last 
bulwark of free government around the 
globe. 


Twenty-five years ago in Moscow the 
secretary of the executive committee of 
the Comintern declared: 


“War to the hilt between communism 
and capitalism is inevitable. Today, of 
course, we are not strong enough to at- 
tack. Our time will come in 20 or 30 
years. To win we shall need the element 
of surprise. The bourgeoise will have 
to be put to sleep. So we shall begin by 
launching the most spectacular peace 
movement on record. There will be 
electrifying overtures and unheard-of 
concessions. The capitalist countries, 
stupid and decadent, will rejoice to co- 


operate in their own destruction. They 
will leap at another chance to be 
friends. As soon as the guard is down 
we shall smash them with our clenched 
fist.” 


The current peace offensives of the 
Communist world may herald the be- 
ginning of the “electrifying overtures 
and unheard-of concessions.” 


There are left in the world today 
only the two major military powers. 
Both are arming desperately for the 
last and final conflict. Our Secretary of 
State reports that already the two have 
been repeatedly on the brink of war. 


Such a conflict would be unlike any 
war ever waged. It would be fought 
with new and terrible weapons of in- 
credible destructive power that conceiv- 
ably may destroy a part of the globe 
itself. And undoubtedly it would be 
fought under circumstances unlike any 
in which the United States has ever par- 
ticipated. 


We are not a war-minded people. 
Our Nation is not a military power by 
choice. We have never initiated a war. 
In every conflict in which we have been 
engaged we have accepted war only 
when it was forced upon us and when 
there was no alternative.

We had not expected to fight in the 
First World War or the Second. We did 
not want to fight. We were not prepared 
to fight. But in each instance, when it 
became inevitable our allies held the 
line while we armed. 


This time there will be no one to 


hold the line. The attack will come sud- 








And no ally can delay it one day or 
one hour. And ready or unready, with 
such armament as we happen to have at 
the time, we must fight without help 
and without quarter. If we are not ready 
when the zero hour comes we will nev- 
er be ready. Ever since the close of the 
world war in 1945 we have striven earn- 
estly for peace. We are a peace-loving 
people and have humbled ourselves and 
accepted insults without protest and 
shut our eyes to violations of our rights 
of sovereignty. We pleaded for peace 
and accepted eagerly every suggestion 
for a peace conference from whatever 
source. But without avail. Communism 
is insatiable and implacable. Always 
talking peace, they have made peace 
impossible. 


From the first they announced to the 
world that communism and what they 
chose to call capitalism could not live 
in the same world. They have never for 
an instant deviated from that policy 
and their war factories have roared day 
and night in three eight-hour shifts for 
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seven days a week continuously — and 
are in heavier production today than 
ever before, even in time of war. 


At the close of the last world war 
we were invincible. Our Armed Forces 
excelled the combined forces of the 
world in every branch of military serv- 
ice. We had the greatest Army, the 
greatest Navy, and the greatest Air 
Force in history. We had annihilated 
the Hitler armies so completely as to 
leave no one with authority to sign 
terms of capitulation. On the deck of 
the battleship Missouri we submitted 
terms, without consultation with the en- 
emy and demanded that they sign on 
the dotted line. And they signed. 


Today we are outarmed and out- 
manned in practically every branch of 
the service. Russia has the greatest 
army in the world. China has the sec- 
ond largest. And the United States is a 
poor third. Both Russia and China have 
commanding armies in the field and in 
reserve, and monolithic manpower 
which we can never hope to equal. 


If the issue were left to the foot 
soldier, Russia could sweep the allied 
forces from the Continent and into the 
English Channel in a matter of 30 to 
60 days. 


So far as naval power is concerned, 
Russia has over 400 modern snorkle 
submarines and is building more at the 
rate of 75 a year. Our production is 
barely 5 per annum. 


If Hitler with less than 100 old style 
submarines could drive our commerce 
from the Atlantic, as they did in the 
last World War, when they had to 
come to the surface to recharge their 
batteries, what could more than 400 
snorkles, staying submerged indefinite- 
ly, do with allied commerce today? 


But Russia is devoting comparatively 
little attention to our Army or Navy. 
They are concentrating on long-range 
bombers and ballistic missiles. They 
will fly over any army and any navy . 


A decade ago an airplane flew over 
Hiroshimo and dropped a single bomb. 
The city with a population of 343,000 
was all but obliterated. More than 





220,000 of its people were killed, 
maimed and subject to radiation. We 
had expected to have to take the home- 
land step by step at a cost of thousands 
of lives and immeasurable treasure. But 
when the bomb dropped the war was 
over and complete surrender followed. 
That bomb was merely experimental 
and was as a T-model Ford compared 
with a modern automobile. 


Today a single H-bomb can blanket 
an area of 100,000 square miles with 
deadly radioactive fallout. Such a bomb 
would kill 85 percent of all people liv- 
ing in ordinary houses within 12 miles 
of the explosion point and would seri- 
ously injure the other 15 percent. 


The world has shrunk. There is no 
place on the globe that cannot be reach- 
ed by airplane within a few hours. We 
ourselves have developed a jet fighter 
which flies faster than 1,100 miles per 
hour. At that rate it could fly from 
Chicago to St. Louis in less than 15 
minutes. Every city in the Nation is now 
subject to attack and in event of a nu- 
clear war every major city in the United 
States would be attacked simultaneous- 
ly. 

And there is no defense once the 
bomber has left the Russian base. The 
only defense is evacuation. But com- 
plete evacuation of a major American 
city requires six hours. The longest no- 
tice mentioned is three hours and no 
assurances can be given that it will be 
more than 15 minutes. As you enter the 
express highway leaving Washington, 
D.C., you may have noticed a sign: “In 
event of enemy attack, this highway 
will be closed to all except military 
traffic.” That sign is the result of ex- 
perience in the last world war. When 
the German armies approached Paris, 
the terrified inhabitants jammed the 
highways out of the city until the 
French cavalry could not maneuver and 
sat completely immobilized. 


But, if you will not be permitted to 
use the highways, how can you evacu- 
ate the city? And what will you do with 
a million people suddenly without 
homes or shelter? 
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The situation is worse in Washington. 
The Washington Post said editorially a 
month ago: 


“The White House decision that 
Washington must be evacuated in the 
event of a threatened air attack has the 
great virtue of definiteness. It resolves 
for all the people of this Capital city 
a pervasive uncertainty as to what they 
ought to do in case a ‘probable attack’ 
warning should be sounded. 


“Other cities may postpone evacua- 
tion of the civilian population until the 
destination of enemy bombers ap- 
proaching the United States can be de- 
termined; and pending this determina- 
tion civilians may have to face a most 
difficult decision as to the best way to 
take care of themselves and their fam- 
ilies. But Washingtonians now know 
they have no choice if hostile planes 
should approach anywhere along the 
eastern seaboard. 


“The decision seems a sound one. 
Behind it is the consideration that the 
White House staff and key Government 
agency personnel must be evacuated im- 
mediately in case of a bombing threat 
to the Capital. Obviously, the President 
and his aides would run the risk of be- 
ing hopelessly entangled in ‘panic and 
disorganized flight’ if the residents of 
the city were left free to stay or go as 
they thought best. It follows from this, 
as Commander Beach, the President’s 
naval aide, pointed out in revealing the 
White House decision, that the city must 
develop a ‘workable, tested evacuation 
plan’ in cooperation with Maryland and 
Virginia. 

“Mass evacuation is an extremely 
complicated and difficult undertaking. 
It can be accomplished only if people 
know clearly where they are to go and 
what is expected of them. The next step, 
therefore, is a comprehensive, concise 
plan by civil defense authorities. There 
should be no uncertainties.” 


The Russians not only have more 
planes than we have, but they may have 
better planes than we have. Russia led 
in the development and production of 
jet planes. It was stated on the floor of 
the Senate last week that as early as 
1954 Russia had jet planes more .ad- 
vanced than our own. When we could 
get them up but were having difficulty 
getting them down, Russia was already 
producing the Bison, the Russian coun- 
terpart of our B-52, in quantity. The 
Russians moved two years faster than 
we did in the mass production of long- 
range bombers. And last May Day the 
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Soviets flew large numbers of a new 
fighter plane equipped with an engine 
with a thrust estimated by our experts 
to be twice that of any airplane engine 
we have flying. 


And the Kremlin is going back to the 
fundamentals and training increasing 
numbers of scientists and engineers. The 
National Science Foundation estimates 
that in the decade from 1950 to 1960 
Russia will educate and train 1,200,000 
students while we are graduating only 
900,000. 

We turn now to perhaps the greatest 
and most immediate menace — the 
ICBM, the intercontinental _ ballistic 
missile. I shall not discuss the missile 
in detail as Senator Jackson, of Wash- 
ington, discussed it exhaustively in the 
Senate last week. 


Suffice to say that immediately on 
the conclusion of the war in 1945 Rus- 
sia seized the laboratories, factories and 
most of the German scientists engaged 
in the production of the V-2 rocket with 
which Hitler had been bombarding Lon- 
don and which had it been left undis- 
turbed would shortly have ended the 
war disastrously for the allies. 


The United States took over a few of 
the German staff at work on the rocket 
but convinced that there would never be 
another war, gave the project only cur- 
sory attention. As a result, while Gen- 
eral Electric was producing casually 
one model, the Russians were produc- 
ing 1,000 improved machines and ex- 
tending research industriously. Realiz- 
ing belatedly the importance of the mis- 
sile we are now engaged in a deadly 
race to develop range and accuracy but 
the Russians have had the lead from 
the start. 


We are in much the same situation 
we were with the atomic bomb when the 
Committee on Appropriations refused 
to provide the money — $800 million 
in the first request unless we knew how 
the money was to be used. The Depart- 
ment told us they could not divulge the 
purpose of the appropriation but they 
would tell us that Germany and the 
United States were engaged in a race 
for the project and if Germany first 
solved the problem, Germany would win 
the war and nothing could stop her. If 
the United States first found the solu- 
tion the United States would win the 
war and nothing would stop us. Con- 
fronted by that alternative we appro- 
priated the money sight unseen. It is 
high time additional effort was applied 
to this race, just as important and per- 
haps just as decisive. 
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Ballistic missiles are automatic and 
carry no operator, only a warhead. 
They travel at a speed many times that 
of sound and no defense has been found 
which can be used against them. It is 
claimed that unless we can meet this 
threat our allies will eventually have 
no choice but to abandon NATO. Stra- 
tegic materials will be denied us. And 
our defeat will be merely a matter of 
time. 








But the maximum range of the ICBM 
is tentatively set at 1,500 miles so the 
final attack, if it comes, will be by 
longrange bombers, Bisons or their 
equivalent. Just how effective such an 
attack could be is indicated vividly by 
the recent Operation Sagebrush, carried 
out November 15th last, over 12 South- 
ern States, the largest military maneu- 
ver since the World War, in which ac- 
tual war conditions were simulated as 
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nearly as possible. The result was start- 
ling. The enemy bombers were in con- 
tact within 17 minutes after the first 
warning signal and in the next 23 min- 
utes had knocked out half the United 
States striking force in the area and de- 
stroyed 80 percent of our known air 
bases. In 40 minutes the battle was over. 


Our military authorities have been 
relying on a policy of massive retalia- 
tion. We cannot strike first. Our plan of 
battle has been to give the enemy the 
first blow and then strike back. But in 
the light of recent developments we are 
beginning to wonder if we would have 
anything with which to strike back after 
the first blow. 


We are now keeping our planes aloft, 
day and night, to prevent enemy sur- 
prise or infiltration at our bases. Such 
bombers would follow up with a retal- 
iatory attack on Russia. But back at 
home with our centers of population, 
centers of production, centers of com- 
munication, centers of military mobil- 
ization destroyed, what would there be 
to come back to? 


It is significant that Russia is drilling 
troops to operate on paved highways. 
There are no paved highways in Rus- 
sia, only dirt roads. So it is possible 
that Russia is preparing to follow up 
such a colossal simultaneous attack by 
bombers with paratroopers who pro- 
tected by victorious bombers overhead 
could quickly dispose of such Ameri- 
can troops as retained mobilization. 


What would follow would be a fa- 
miliar pattern. As Russia took over her 
satellites her firing squads exterminat- 
ed all official and professional classes 
— all who might attempt to organize 
what was left of the population for re- 
sistance. Bank vaults were broken open 
and the contents appropriated. Live- 
stock and other food was allotted to 
armies and all factories were dismant- 
led and shipped to Russia. Germany 
was denuded of factory equipment even 
where Russian use could not be found 
for it and it remained rusting on the 
sidetracks. 



































What adequate provisions are we 
making? In the supreme minute when 
the sirens are screaming, when panic 
stricken mobs rush through the streets 
seeking shelter, when the drone of Rus- 
sian planes mingles with the crash of 
rending explosions, and blinding flash- 
es, and all-consuming heat and the de- 
bris blots out the sun — it will be too 
late. 

Remember, the battle will be won or 
lost in the air. And it will be largely 
over in one afternoon. 


And if we lose, we lose forever. There 
will be no second chance. It will avail 
nothing to go down on our knees and 
beg for mercy. The last ounce of gold 
and the last drop of blood will be ex- 





acted. The looting of Anglo-Saxon Eng- 
land by the Normans will not be a cir- 
cumstance. And if there is still any 
doubt about it, take another look at 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Lithuania, Es- 
tonia, and the rest of the once-proud 
and independent nations which have 
been “liberated” by Russia. 


We are engaged in the happy and 
delectable chore of spending money out 
of the United States Treasury here this 
afternoon. May I venture to suggest 
that we leave at least a small amount 
for long-range planes and guided mis- 
siles.

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RELIGIOUS revival often has been 

a national necessity. Great revivals 
of religion have resulted in social and 
political reconstruction. History en- 
courages the hope that society again 
can be redeemed through a spiritual 
awakening. The late W. T. Stead said: 
“The progress of the world is largely 
made up of successful revivals. The re- 
vival of religion has been the inevitable 
precursor of social and political re- 
form.” 


This was true of England. It took a 
revival to liberate that country from 
the chaos of feudal misrule. The peo- 
ple welcomed the austere Cistercians as 
they traveled over the moors and 
through the forests. Everywhere the 
people met in groups to pray. England 
was spiritually awakened. This resulted 
in the people securing the Great Char- 
ter. 


Tyndale and his successors gave the 
Bible to the English people in their 
mother tongue. Bible reading became 
universal and led to the English Re- 
formation, the Puritan Revival, the 
overthrow of the Stuarts and the found- 
ing of the English Commonwealth. 


The Wesleyan and Evangelical re- 
vivals produced a new philanthropy 
which abolished slavery, mitigated the 
cruel penal laws, reformed the prisons, 
and gave rise to popular education. 
These facts led Dr. Stead to write: “Un- 
til this nation goes to the penitent form, 
it never really pulls itself together for 
any serious work.” 

If these words are true of England, a 
monarchy, how much more must they 
be of America, a republic. Babson 
sensed this: “First let me say that we 
believe the only development which can 
possibly keep democracy afloat is a re- 
vival of religion. Under the old system 
of centralized government, conditions 
depended only upon the character of 
the rulers and not upon the character 
of the masses. 

“Once a government could prosper, 
whatever the condition of the churches, 
or even without any educational system 
for the people, but today, with every 
man a voter and with all the votes 
counting the same, the stability of the 
government depends not upon wealth 
nor armies, but on the character of the 
electorate.”

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DECLARATION 
OF CONSTITUTIONAL PRINCIPLES 


Originating With Eleven Southern States 








An event of historical importance oc- 
curred in both branches of the United 
States Congress on March 12, 1956 
when a document called “Declaration 
of Constitutional Principles,” signed by 
19 Senators and 77 House members rep- 
resenting 11 southern States was pub- 
licly presented ... by Senator Walter 
F. George in the Senate and Represen- 
tative Howard W. Smith in the House. 
Its text follows: 
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HE UNWARRANTED decision of 

the Supreme Court in the public 
school cases is now bearing the fruit al- 
ways produced when men substitute 
naked power for established law. 


The Founding Fathers gave us a Con- 
stitution of checks and balances because 
they realized the inescapable lesson of 
history that no man or group of men 
can be safely entrusted with unlimited 
power. They framed this Constitution 
with its provisions for change by 
amendment in order to secure the fund- 
amentals of government against the 
dangers of temporary popular passion 
or the personal predilections of public 
officeholders. 


We regard the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the school cases as a 
clear abuse of judicial power. It cli- 
maxes a trend in the Federal judiciary 


undertaking to legislate, in derogation 
of the authority of Congress, and to en- 
croach upon the reserved rights of the 
States and the people. 


The original Constitution does not 
mention education. Neither does the 
14th amendment nor any other amend- 
ment. The debates preceding the sub- 
mission of the 14th amendment clearly 
show that there was no intent that it 
should affect the systems of education 
maintained by the States. 


The very Congress which proposed 
the amendment subsequently provided 
for segregated schools in the District 
of Columbia. 


When the amendment was adopted, 
in 1868, there were 37 States of the 
Union. Every one of the 26 States that 
had any substantial racial differences 
among its people either approved the 
operation of segregated schools already 
in existence or subsequently established 
such schools by action of the same law- 
making body which considered the 14th 
amendment. 

As admitted by the Supreme Court in 
the public school case (Brown v. Board 
of Education), the doctrine of separate 
but equal schools “apparently originat- 
ed in Roberts v. City of Boston * ** 
(1849), upholding school segregation 
against attack as being violative of a 
State constitutional guarantee of equal- 
ity.” This constitutional doctrine be- 
gan in the North — not in the South, 
and it was followed not only in Massa- 


chusetts, but in Connecticut, New York, 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Minnesota, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
other northern States until they, exer- 
cising their rights as States through the 
constitutional processes of local self- 
government, changed their school sys- 
tems. 


In the case of Plessy v. Ferguson, in 
1896, the Supreme Court expressly de- 
clared that under the 14th amendment 
no person was denied any of his rights 
if the States provided separate but 
equal public facilities. This decision 
has been followed in many other cases. 
It is notable that the Supreme Court, 
speaking through Chief Justice Taft, 
a former President of the United States, 
unanimously declared, in 1927, in Lum 
v. Rice, that the “separate but equal” 
principle is “within the discretion of 
the State in regulating its public schools 
and does not conflict with the 14th 
amendment.” 

This interpretation, restated time and 
again, became a part of the life of the 
people of many of the States and con- 
firmed their habits, customs, traditions, 
and way of life. It is founded on ele- 
mental humanity and common sense, for 
parents should not be deprived by Gov- 
ernment of the right to direct the lives 
and education of their own children. 


Though there has been no constitu- 
tional amendment or act of Congress 
changing this established legal prin- 
ciple almost a century old, the Supreme 
Court of the United States, with no le- 
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gal basis for such action, undertook to 
exercise their naked judicial power and 
substituted their personal political and 
social ideas for the established law of 
the land. 


This unwarranted exercise of power 
by the Court, contrary to the Constitu- 
tion, is creating chaos and confusion 
in the States principally affected. It is 
destroying the amicable relations be- 
tween the white and Negro races that 
have been created through 90 years of 
patient effort by the good people of 
both races. It has planted hatred and 
suspicion where there has been hereto- 
fore friendship and understanding. 


Without regard to the consent of the 
governed, outside agitators are threaten- 
ing immediate and revolutionary chang- 


es in our public school systems. If’ 


done, this is certain to destroy the sys- 
tem of public education in some of the 
States. 


With the gravest concern for the, ex- 
plosive and dangerous condition creat- 
ed by this decision and inflamed by 


outside meddlers: 


We reaffirm our reliance on the Con- 
stitution as the fundamental law of the 
land. 


We decry the Supreme Court’s en- 
croachments on rights reserved to the 
States and to the people, contrary to 
established law and to the Constitution. 


We commend the motives of those 
States which have declared the intention 
to resist forced integration by any law- 
ful means. 


We appeal to the States and people 
who are not directly affected by these 
decisions to consider the constitutional 
principles involved against the time 
when they, too, on issues vital to them, 
may be the victims of judicial encroach- 
ment. 


Even though we constitute a minority 
in the present Congress, we have full 
faith that a majority of the American 
people believe in the dual system of 
Government which has enabled us to 
achieve our greatness and will in time 
demand that the reserved rights of the 
State and of the people be made secure 
against judicial usurpation. 


We pledge ourselves to use all law- 
ful means to bring about a reversal of 
this decision which is contrary to the 
Constitution and to prevent the use of 
force in its implementation. 
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In this trying period, as we all seek 
to right this wrong, we appeal to our 
people not to be provoked by the agi- 
tators and troublemakers invading our 
States and to scrupulously refrain from 
disorders and lawless acts.

S MIGHT have been expected, Jew- 

ish Senator Lehman was the first to 
denounce the Declaration and its spon- 
sors. No sooner had Senator George 
finished reading than the Senator from 
New York was on his feet saying that 
he was “wholly in disagreement” with 
the document ... warning that he was 
girding for battle against the men from 
the South. 


Senator Thurmond of South Caro- 
lina was ready with an answer. He said 
in part: 


“T am constrained to make a few re- 
marks at this time because I believe a 
historic event has taken place today in 
the Senate. 


“The signers of this Declaration rep- 
resent a large area of this Nation and 
a great segment of its population. So- 
lemnly and simply we have stated our 
position on a grave matter so as to make 
clear there are facts that opposing pro- 
pagandists have neglected, in their zeal 
to persuade the world there is but one 
side .. 


“In suggesting that a meeting of like- 
minded Senators be held, it was my 
thought that we should formulate a 
statement of unity to present our views 
and the views of our constituents on this 
subject. My hope also was that the state- 
ment issued should be of such nature 
as to gain the support of all people who 
love the- Constitution; that they would 
see in this instance the danger of other 
future encroachments by the Federal 
Government into fields reserved to the 
States and the people. 


“My people in South Carolina sought 
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to avoid any disruption of the harmony 
which has existed for generations be- 
tween the white and the Negro races. 
The effort by outside agitators to end 
segregation in the public schools has 
made it difficult to sustain the long-time 
harmony. 


“These agitators employed profes- 
sional racist lawyers with funds con- 
tributed by persons who were permitted 
to deduct the contributions from their 
taxes. The organization established to 
receive the funds also enjoys the status 
of freedom from taxation. 


“Except for these troublemakers, [| 
believe our people of both races in 
South Carolina would have continued 
to progress harmoniously together. 
Educational progress in South Carolina 
has been marked by $200 million worth 
of fine school buildings in the past four 
years, providing true equality, not only 
for white and Negro pupils, but also for 
urban and rural communities. 


“In the South Carolina school dis- 
trict where one of the segregation cases 
was instigated, the Negro schools are 
better than the schools for white chil- 
dren. 


“This is sufficient proof that, while 
South Carolinians of both races are in- 
terested in the education of their chil- 
dren, the agitators who traveled a thou- 
sand miles to foment trouble are inter- 
ested in something else. The ‘something 
else’ they are interested in is the mixing 
of the races ... 


“If the Court can say that certain 
children shall go to certain schools, the 
Court might also soon attempt to direct 
the courses to be taught in those schools. 
It might undertake to establish quali- 
fications for teachers. 


“T reject the philosophy of the soci- 
ologists that the Supreme Court has any 
authority over local public schools, sup- 
ported in part by State funds. 


“The Court’s segregation decision 
has set a dangerous precedent. If, in the 
school cases, the Court can by decree 
create a new constitutional provision, 
not in the written document, it might 
also disregard the Constitution in 
other matters. Other constitutional 
guarantees could be destroyed by new 
decrees. 


“T respect the Court as an institution 
and as an instrument of Government 
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created by the Constitution. I do not 
and cannot have regard for the nine 
Justices who rendered a decision so 
clearly contrary to the Constitution.”

Not all negroes are falling for the 
bait. On March 10, 1956 the Birming- 
ham, Alabama Post-Herald published 


the following letter from a local negro. 


To the Editor: 


I would appreciate it if you will give 
my version of integration in the South. 
I am a Negro plasterer. My grandpar- 
ents were slaves to the grandest white 
people that ever lived, so I was told by 
my grandparents and father and moth- 
er. They lived in west Alabama and 
moved to Birmingham where I was born 
42 years ago. I attended school until 
I was 15 and then went to work as a 
helper and learned the plastering trade. 
I have worked all my life with the white 
people and have made as much or more 
than the average building tradesmen. 


My association with the white people 
has been as a workingman only. After 
my day’s work I went about my busi- 
ness and the white men went about 
theirs. In all my life my white friends 
outnumbered my Negro friends. I have 

















been helped on many occasions by my 
white friends and I know during the 
depression they helped my parents to 
the extent of feeding and clothing us. 


The worst thing that ever happened 
to the Negro race was the organization 
of the NAACP. It is not advancing the 
Negro race, but is creating hatred, dis- 
trust, economic pressure, and loss of 
friendship that existed between the 
white and black races, especially, here 
in the South. The Supreme Court de- 
cision in my humble way of thinking 
was not to help the black man, but to 
help the greedy and selfish politicians, 
to get their votes and help them get 
elected. 


The real southern Negroes do not 
want integration. They want to be left 
alone. The white people are as much 
segregated from the Negroes as the Ne- 








gro is segregated from the white. We 
have everything they have and every 
advantage they have if we are smart 
enough to work for it. The NAACP, Au- 
therine Lucy, Polly Ann Hudson, Ar- 
thur Shores, and others like them are 
tools of the Cammunists and, if not 
curbed, will set the Negro race back 
100 years. 


To my race, I hope and pray that 
you will awaken and realize that you 
are a Negro and should be proud of it, 
that your way of life is not threatened 
by our white brothers and you should 
not threaten his way of life by integra- 
tion, regardless of what you are told 
by fanatics, radicals, and Communists. 
The white southern people. are our 
truest friends, so let’s keep him our 
friend.

DISQUALIFIES HIMSELF

know that I have discussed the ac- 
tion taken last November by the Texas 
State Board of Medical Examiners, in 
revoking the licenses of all the doctors 
serving on the staff of the Hoxsey Can- 
cer Clinic at Dallas, Texas. 


The Board naturally thought the in- 
stitution would be forced to close, but 
subsequent events have shown that its 
members completely miscalculated. 
They overreached themselves. 


There were at that time seven doctors 
on the staff. The number has since in- 
creased to eleven. The only charge 
lodged against them was that they work- 
ed for the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic — a 
place where cancer is being successfully 
treated. But according to organized 
medicine, there is no cure for the dread 
disease. 


In a sense, this claim is true. No 
cure exists if one relies upon accepted 
methods of cutting, bleeding and burn- 
ing. On the other hand there are docu- 
mented records demonstrating cancer 
cures, numbering into the thousands of 
cases, both internal and external, by 
the Hoxsey system of chemotherapy. 


Reliable physicians, of course, use 
the word “cure” with caution. Because 
of unpredictable elements in human 
nature, positive results in treating phys- 
ical ailments cannot be guaranteed. An 
honest physician will not even promise 
to cure a cold. He will promise, how- 
ever, to apply the knowledge he posses- 
ses and do his best. 





But since thousands of pathologically 
proven cases of cancer have responded 
to the Hoxsey treatment (victims pre- 
viously pronounced hopeless, who are 
today sound and well), we can truth- 
fully state that a “cure” has been dis- 
covered. 


Dr. Hoxsey changes the chemistry of 
the cancer cell by medicines given or- 
ally. No knife, X-ray or radium, which 
methods have proved futile according 
to members of the medical fraternity 
who use them! 


Millions now know that cancer is 
curable. A trend exists in the public 
mind. So when the Texas State Board 
of Medical Examiners delivered what 
was intended to be a knock out blow, 
there was a terrific reaction. Repercus- 
sions were noted in all parts of the 


Country. 


The doctors immediately took the 
case into court. It came before Judge 
W. L. Thornton who presides over the 
4Ath Judicial District Court of Dallas 
County, Texas. An injunction was grant- 
ed and the licenses of the doctors restor- 
ed, making possible the continued care 
of cancer sufferers without interruption. 
And the Clinic kept its doors open. 


Members of the Board of Examiners 
appeared stunned to see their scheme 
backfire so quickly. They seemed to 
think the Clinic would be forced to 
close like the snuffing out of a candle. 
Since then there have been several legal 
maneuvers on both sides. 


The Board attacked Judge Thornton’s 


ruling before the Court of Appeals 
where it encountered another defeat. 
The restraining order was upheld. A 
Dallas newspaper carried the followin 
headline, “Medical Board Loses Reant 
in Hoxsey Case.” And the Clinic kept 
its doors open. 


Thereupon attorneys for the Board 
came back into District Court and filed 
a motion requesting “a summary judg- 
ment” sustaining the original action 
against the doctors. Again they were 
turned down. And the Clinic kept its 
doors open. 


This means that the case will event- 
ually be tried before a jury of Texans. 
As this Defender goes to press, word 
comes from Dallas that the trial is ex- 
pected to start the last week of April or 
the early part of May. 




















WHY HOXSEY WINS 


Dr. Hoxsey has been through several 
legal battles in which organized medi- 
cine has tried to wipe him out. He has 
yet to lose his first fight where the ther- 
apeutic value of his treatment was the 
question at stake. 


In other words, when he is allowed 
to bring in witnesses, establish by path- 
ological processes (hospital records, 
laboratory reports, biopsies and other 
documentation) that they actually had 
cancer, came to the Hoxsey Cancer 
Clinic and were cured — such proven 
testimony always wins his cases. 
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It happens that the complaint filed 
against the seven doctors was drawn up 
in such a way that testimony of this 
kind will be admissible. Pure law and 
justice are therefore expected to pre- 
vail in the forthcoming trial. 


Pray that God will intervene. Pray 
that the Clinic shall not be forced to 
close its doors. Should the Texas State 
Board of Medical Examiners succeed, 
it would be the equivalent to consigning 
a vast multitude of people to the grave 
with cancer. May God forbid! 























The case took an interesting turn a 
few days ago. I have explained that at- 
torneys for the Board returned to the 
4Ath Judicial District Court, —- 
a summary judgment to reverse the pre- 
vious lection Tine is Judge Thorn- 
ton’s court, but he did not preside. 


Another Judge was present to sit in 
his place, District Judge W. J. Oxford 
of Stephenville, Texas. Why was the 
change made? 


Because Judge Thornton, an honest 
jurist, had decided to disqualify him- 
self. Why did he feel morally obligated 
to step aside and withdraw from furth- 
er deliberations? I shall answer these 
questions by reading from a press re- 
port in a Dallas newspaper: 


“District Judge W. L. Thornton has 
voluntarily disqualified himself from 
presiding in the case in which seven 
Hoxsey Cancer Clinic doctors are ap- 
pealing the cancellation of their medi- 
cal licenses. He said he took the action 
in view of a statement he made, in a 
case in his court several years ago in 
which Harry M: Hoxsey had been a 
party. 

“In that case,’ said Judge Thornton, 
‘I had observed to the court generally 
that, based on the testimony of some 
40 or 50 witnesses who had testified, I 
agreed with the jury’s findings that 
these particular witnesses had been 
cured’.”” 


Judge Thornton was referring to a 
trial of 1949 held in his court, result- 
ing from an action for libel brought by 
Dr. Hoxsey against Morris Fishbein, 
who was then credited with being vir- 
tual dictator of the American Medical 
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No man ever took a more severe 





beating in a court of justice than Dr. 








Fishbein received. Every line in his 
syndicated newspaper attack on Dr. 
Hoxsey was proven false. 











The jury heard the evidence and 
brought in a guilty verdict. When Judge 
Thornton was ready to render judg- 
ment, he made the following statement: 


“This is the second jury of twelve 
men that has found in my Court that 
the Hoxsey Treatment cures cancer, 
and I have sat here and listened to over 
fifty witnesses from all walks of life 
who say that they have been cured; they 
have showed: their scars; they have 
given the names of the doctors that op- 
erated on them or treated them with X- 
ray and radium; I have heard the testi- 
mony of prominent and eminent path- 
ologists, some I know personally, say- 
ing these patients were suffering from 
cancer before they went to Hoxsey; and 
I am of the firm opinion and belief that

this will give Hoxsey a clear vindica- 
tion, which I know he was seeking far 
more than he was a money judgment.” 


Fishbein’s lawyers rose immediately 
and told Judge Thornton they were not 
going to appeal the decision and that 
the judgment would be considered final.

HOXSEY’S TEN MILLION 
DOLLAR SUIT 


So far on this broadcast I have dealt 
with the legal battle now pending, re- 
sulting from an attempt by the Texas 
medical authorities to close the Hoxsey 
Cancer Clinic. It appears that the seven 
doctors will be able to take care of 
themselves in the trial. 


Now I wish to direct your attention 
to another suit, namely Dr. Hoxsey’s 
Ten Million Dollar conspiracy charge 
against three alleged conspirators ac- 
cused of trying to ruin his business — 
the Texas State Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers, the Texas Medical Association 
and the American Medical Association.

Then again permit me to point out 
the case of Mrs. Oscar Feather, of 1108 
Allegheny Street, Hollidaysburg, Penn- 
sylvania, who, back in 1949, was told 
by her family physician at the Altoona 
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orthodox method of treatment, who had 
undergone radical surgery, who had re- 
ceived deep therapy treatments, cobalt 
and radium. Then after their bodies 
failed to respond to any further treat- 
ments, they were told to go home and 
die. 

As a last resort, they submitted to the 
Hoxsey treatment and today are back in 
society, happy and praying to God 
daily that those interested in the Hox- 
sey treatment will be able to carry on 
their noble work on behalf of suffering 
humanity in the days to come.

I am leading this crusade because I 
firmly believe in it and, despite the fact 
that I sincerely believe that the Hoxsey 
Chemotherapy treatment is the most ef- 
ficacious treatment in the world, we can- 
not replace an organ that has been cut 
away. We cannot replace any part of 
the body that has been burnt to a crisp 
by deep therapy treatments. But we 
have prolonged the lives of thousands 
of people, even though they had sub- 
scribed to the above therapies and were 
given up to die... 


CHEMOTHERAPY 

Cancer is not formed internally or 
externally like an apple on a tree, and 
then after being removed, make believe 
that the patient is cured. Cancer is a 
disease that, in my humble opinion, 
starts in the blood stream.

So to treat 
this most dreadful disease successfully, 
you must attack the body chemistry with 
proper medication, chemicals and 
drugs, or combinations of them for dif- 
ferent cases, which is known to medi- 
cine as the Chemotherapy treatment ... 


























For quite some time, it appeared that 
I was alone in this field of thought, but 
recently outstanding medical men are 
sharing the same belief. Take for in- 
stance, Dr. George Crile, Jr.. noted 
Cleveland Clinic surgeon, who stated, 
“Operations on certain kinds of highly 
malignant tumors do more harm than 
good and surgeons are mutilating can- 
cer patients in attempting the impos- 
sible.” 


Then such eminent doctors as Dr. 
Stanley Reimann, who, after conducting 
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research on cancer in Pennsylvania, re- 
ported to Congress that, “Those who 
receive no surgery, radium, and X-ray 
treatments live a longer period of time 
than those who did and that more harm 
than good was done by the use of ra- 
dium and X-ray, to the average cancer 
patient.” 

Dr. C. Everett Field, Director of the 
Radium Institute of New York, said, 
“Blindly, we have been attacking can- 
cer in its advanced stage with surgical 
effort, only to find prompt recurrence 
after removal.” 


Back in 1922, Dr. Robert Bell wrote 
a story which appeared in the New 
York Medical Record, March 18, 1922, 
when he stated: “Cancer definitely is a 
blood disease and must be treated as 
such.” 


A SIGNAL VICTORY 


I could go on, Mr. President, and 
quote any number of outstanding medi- 
cal men who belong to that great mono- 
poly known as the American Medical 
Association, who share my _ thoughts 
and agree that cancer must be treated 
through the blood stream if the patient 
is to survive. But I will not take up the 
time of the Senate because you gentle- 
men have been very kind to me, and I 
use those words modestly, Mr. Presi- 
dent, because had it not been for the 
action taken by the Members of this 
Body, there probably never would have 
been a cancer clinic established in the 
great Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 


It was through your actions, your 
good deeds, and wholesome thoughts, 
that on February 14th, 1955 you passed 
a resolution in the State Senate making 
it possible for the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic 
at Portage, Pennsylvania to hire the 
services of bona fide, qualified physi- 
cians, technicians and nurses. 


Your resolution and your vote assur- 
ed those people they would be free 
from coercion and embarrassment, and 
by virtue of the fact that this Senate of 
Pennsylvania would send a copy of this 
resolution to the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Health, the Pennsylvania De- 

artment of Welfare, the Pennsylvania 

edical Association, the Registered 
Nurses Association, and the U. S. De- 
partment of Health, Education, and 
Welfare, is the one reason why this clin- 
ic, which opened its doors on March the 
7th, 1955, is functioning and never has 
been closed one day, despite the ru- 
mors that have spread throughout the 
Country to the contrary. 


Mr. President, there were forty-eight 
Members ‘present in the Senate the day 
that this resolution came to a vote, and 
the records show that forty-eight voted 
for it and none against it. That was 
a great tribute in itself to me and those 
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of us who are crusading on behalf of 
millions of poor innocent victims who 
are afflicted with the Nation’s most 
dreadful disease. 


Since we opened our doors, we have 
treated thousands of people who come 
from the four corners of America and 
even from foreign countries. We have 
given new life, new hope, a new lease on 
life to many who were told that they 
just had to die, but who did not want 
to die. 


We have invited, and the invitation 
still remains open to you Members of 
this Senate, to any group of qualified 
physicians or pathologists, the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, the Damon 
Runyon Fund, the American Medical 
Society, or the U. S. Public Health Serv- 
ice to come to our institution any day of 
the week without any prior arrange- 
ments and talk with patients who are 
being treated and are now living, but 
were told they had to die. 


FOR GOD AND COUNTRY 


We invite all of you to come in and 
check our pathological reports, watch 
our treatment, and then determine for 
yourself whether or not you believe that 
we are rendering a public service, 
which may seem unbelievable unless 
you see it firsthand. We have no secrets. 
We hide nothing. Our clinic is open 
to any lay person, any physician or to 
any governmental agency. We are serv- 
ing God and Country proudly. 

I hope, Mr. President, that before I 
pass from this earth that the Hoxsey 
treatment will be made available to all 
people everywhere. I hope that interest- 
ed parties, civic-minded leaders and 
people with a conscience will make it 
possible to some day learn the truth 
about the Hoxsey treatment. 

It is not enough for some physician 
to go into a courtroom and under oath, 
and probably under pressure, tell the 
judge that in his opinion he feels that 
the Hoxsey treatment is worthless. The 
thirty million cancer sufferers in Amer- 
ica, doomed to die, are no longer inter- 
ested in opinions. They are, however, 
interested in bona fide facts and results. 














We stand ready to prove to America, 
and to the whole world, that we are 
achieving phenomenal results; that we 
are treating cancer sufferers success 
fully. We are putting them back into 
society and sending them home with 
their loved ones after being told that 
their cases were hopeless. 
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“When Jesus came into the coasts 
of Caesarea Philippi, he asked his 
disciples, saying, Whom do men _ say 
that I the Son of man am?” Matthew 














IFE TODAY, as always, is full of 

questions. Some of them are rou- 
tine, others are complex; some are of 
importance, others merely about the 
weather. 


In ancient times, the Greek method 
of acquiring knowledge was by inter- 
rogation. The present age is also in- 
quisitive. On the basic questions of 
humanity, the source of life and of 
matter, the origin and purpose of man, 
and the mystery of death — the Bible 
alone provides any source of light. Men 
who have scrapped the Bible are grop- 
ing about in darkness. 


What do you think of Jesus Christ? 
Here is the most important question 
anyone will ever be called to answer. 
Why is this true? Because your eternal 
destiny is involved in how you answer. 
The question should therefore be press- 
ed upon the attention of men and wom- 
en everywhere. 


OPINIONS 


I recognize of course that the opin- 
ions of men are divided, with a great 
gulf fixed between them. A simple poll 
of your neighbors or associates, a sur- 
vey of current religious literature, will 
convince you of this fact. It is true to- 
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day, as in the past, that the person of 
Christ is a storm center of diverse 
thought. 


What are some of the opinions that 
men hold? How do they stack up with 
the revealed truth of the Bible? 


It was this same question that Jesus 
pressed upon His disciples. On the oc- 
casion of our text, the Master was alone 
with the twelve, having drawn aside 
from the multitude for prayer and rest. 
The place was Caesarea Philippi, a re- 
mote village on the north border of 
Caanan. Pointedly, He inquired of 
them what the opinions of others were 
concerning Him. 

“Whom do men say that I the Son 
of man am?” 

In modern parlance, Jesus asked, 
“What do men think of me?” He knew 
that for more than a year the disciples 
had mingled with the crowds and heard 
people express themselves freely. As- 
suredly, there was no intent to evoke 
His own praise, nor was there any 
doubt but that He had already discern- 
ed. their thoughts. What purpose, then, 
did the question serve? To solicit the 
open avowal of His followers and to 
drive home the truth of His deity with 
emphasis. 


GOOD OPINIONS 


“Master,” one of the disciples re- 
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plied, “I have heard some say that you 
are John the Baptist risen from the 
dead. They perceive that you are fear- 
less, that you denounce the hypocrisy 
of the Pharisees, that you preach a mes- 
sage of repentance. Hence, they say, 
you must be John the Baptist.” 


How do you suppose Jesus reacted 
to this answer? Was the notion a com- 
pliment to Him? 


On the surface, such an opinion 
might appear to be honorable enough; 
yet it is possible, you must admit, to 
entertain honorable thoughts but not 
right ones. A thing is either right or 
wrong, and if wrong, no amount of or- 
namentation can make it right. 


True, the appraisal of those who re- 
garded Christ as John the Baptist was 
not like the prejudice and venom of 
the Pharisees. True, the character of 
John, martyred for his courage, was 
without reproach before God or men. 
But, withal, these people, whom the dis- 
ciple quoted, were not willing to own 


Christ as the Son of God. 


Here is the peg on which hangs the 
crux of the whole matter. No view of 
Christ which does not admit Him to be 
the Son of God is in any sense praise- 
worthy, no matter how noble or lofty. 
What hollow mockery it is to ascribe 
to Jesus anything less than what He 
claimed to be! 


The whole moral government of God, 
the plan and mission of redemption, 
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stands or falls upon the deity of Jesus 
Christ. Deny Jesus His eternal Sonship 
with the Father and you have nothing 
left — nothing but the burnt over ashes 
of humanistic philosophy. 


You may embellish human opinions 
so that they glitter like gold and ap- 
pear honorable in every respect, yet 
in the mind and view of God, the char- 
acter of His Son may be maligned in 
the most loathsome manner. There is 
no greater blasphemy. The attitude of 
liberal Christianity toward Jesus Christ 
is as contemptuous as that of the Phari- 
sees. To them Jesus said, “Ye genera- 
tion of vipers, how can ye escape the 
damnation of hell?” 


The category of “honorable opin- 
ions” includes that class of individuals 
who have no place at all in their think- 
ing for the Son of God, except perhaps 
at the Christmas or Easter seasons. 
Their hearts are warmed as they reflect 
upon the Christmas carols or Easter 
oratorios. On such occasions, their at- 
titudes become quite sentimental. They 
are moved emotionally; yet when the 
season is passed, their wills remain 
committed to the same selfish and sin- 
ful pursuits. 

Their feelings are little different than 
those they entertain toward the hero 
of a popular novel. Honorable? Yes! 
in a sense. But shallow! 


A friend recently told me of a sor- 
rowful experience. He said he traveled 
a great distance to visit a close relative 
of his, one whom he had not seen for 
years. Upon arrival, the attitude of this 
person was as much as to say: “You 





can’t stay with me, for I have no room 


for you here.” How often is the Lord 
Jesus Christ treated in this same man- 
ner. 

“Master,” a second disciple replied, 
in answer to the question of Jesus, “I 
have heard some say that you are Elijah 
risen from the dead. They hearken to 
the prophecy of Malachi which says, 
‘Behold, I will send you Elijah the 
prophet!’ They perceive that you have 
power with God and work mighty mir- 
acles. Hence, they say, you must be 


Elijah of old.” 


It is not unusual for men to use the 
Bible in an attempt to prove their false 
positions. Down through the years, im- 
posing systems of thought have been 
fashioned around a wrested or tortured 
passage of Scripture. In this instance, 
blinded men were using prophecy to 
deny Jesus His deity. Certainly this evil 
is being repeated today. 


Is it true in your case? Do you view 
Jesus as only a prophet and teacher? 
How inadequate and unreasonable in 
the light of revealed truth! 


Finally, a third disciple spoke. 
“Master, I have heard men say that 
you must be Jeremiah, the weeping 
prophet, because you are so full of 
compassion and so often in tears.” 


Honorable opinions? Yes, but false 
and built upon wilful and grievous mis- 
takes. Christ had clearly explained Who 
He was. Moreover, the miracles He 
wrought had confirmed His testimony; 
but because of His humble demeanor, 
so different from what they had expect- 
ed; because of His unpopularity with 
the Pharisees, He was rejected. 
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You, today, who reject Christ as the 
Son of God “wander in an endless maze 
of conjectures and pursue the chase of 
every uncertain guess and wild hypo- 
thesis.” 


EVIL OPINIONS 


Just as there are false opinions of 
Christ, so also are there wicked ones. 
The Pharisees, for example, ascribed 
the work of Jesus to the influence of 
Beelzebub. In this present generation, 
men and women — and not infrequently 
children — have become notorious blas- 
phemers. It is commonplace to hear the 
name of Christ profaned wherever peo- 
ple gather. See how men repay the love 
of God. Certainly they do not think 
much of Him or His Son when they 
speak His name in profanity. 


Judas, what do you think of Jesus 
Christ? 


“Not much,” he replies, “I betrayed 
Him for 30 pieces of silver.” Some may 
think that Judas has a distinctive place 
in history, but not altogether, for mul- 
titudes have sold out Jesus for even a 
less amount than Judas received. Are 
you one like Judas who thinks so little 


of Christ? 


Let us ask the same question of 
Pilate. “I could find no fault with 
Him,” he is forced to answer. “But be- 
cause of the cry of the mob, because of 
popular demand, I allowed Him to be 
crucified.” 


Some may think that Pilate, too, has 
a distinctive place in history; but not 
so, for people in this hour are crucify- 
ing the Son of God afresh, fearing what 
men may think and say. Are you one 
like Pilate who is more concerned with 
the opinion of men than the praise of 


God? 
YOUR OPINION 


What is your opinion, reader friend? 
How do you answer the question? Is 
it the confession of Peter? “Thou art 
the Christ, the Son of the living God.” 
Here is the answer which receives the 
divine approbation of God, for He 
Himself, on one memorable occasion, 
thundered from heaven, “This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” 


The statement of John, in the first 
chapter of his Gospel, is the faith-es- 
sence of every Bible-believing Chris- 
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tian. “In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and the 
Word was God.” He was in the begin- 
ning with God. All things came into 
being through Him, and apart from 
Him nothing that now exists came into 
being. In Him was Life, and that Life 
was the Light of men. The Light shines 
on in the darkness, and the darkness has 
never overpowered it. 


Before you answer the question, re- 
member that Jesus, a short time after 
the words of the text, challenged His 
disciples by saying: “If any man will 
come after me, let him deny himself.” 
It is easy to confess Christ with the 
lips, but it is quite another thing to 
confess Him with a life of self-denial. 


Are you living a life of self-denial? 
Or are you willing to do almost any- 
thing but deny yourself? Is there evi- 
dence in your heart of a genuine work 
of faith and repentance? Are you se- 


parating yourself more and more from 
the friendship of the world? 


When you hear the truth, do you 
try sincerely to put it into practice? 
Or do you resent it and resolve never 
to listen to that preacher again? Are 
you walking in love, which Jesus said 
is the supreme test of discipleship? 


By these things you make known 
what you think of Jesus Christ; for 
you are answering the question, not 
alone by word of mouth, but in deed 
and attitude as well. You are whole- 
heartedly for Him, or you are hostile 
to Him, either secretly or openly, for 
Jesus said there is no middle ground. 


If you will not have Christ Jesus to 
rule over you, then you do not think 
much of Him. Let us ponder these 
things well and consider the wisdom 
of Proverbs: “There is a way which 
seemeth right unto a man, but the end 
thereof are the ways of death.” 
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(NE OF THE greatest mysteries of all 

the Christian experience is the pur- 
pose that God had, when He called you 
-- ‘aoe you to suffer for doing 
well. 


Everybody expects to suffer for do- 
ing wrong. Even the pagan recognizes 
this and resorts to various kinds of 
self-torture. Heathen religionists deplore 
their wickedness, and will torture them- 
selves and live under a superstitious 
fear, when they have done something 
wrong. But when we suffer more be- 
cause we do well, than apparently those 
who are doing wrong, as the seventy- 
third Psalm tells us, then we need a 
Bible revelation to help us understand 
God’s purpose. 


Christ, the great Leader and the Cap- 
tain of our salvation suffered. There- 
fore we should not think it strange if 
called to suffer. He warned us that, “Ye 


shall be hated of all men for my name’s 
sake.” 


SLANDERING THE CHRIST 


There was libelous and slanderous 
talk regarding Jesus and about His 
birth. He had to begin His earth-life 
with this odium as a child. Even His 
mother had to live under a reproach, 
but note her beautiful character. That 
faithful, loyal, pious mother stayed 
with her Son to the end and was willing 
to bear the reproach all the way. 


John also quotes Him as saying: “If 
the world hate you, ye know that it 
hated me before it hated you.” In the 
language of a Christian adage, “This 
world is no friend of grace!” 


Also note how that our Lord was nev- 
er hurt when they brought slanderous 
accusations against Him. Jewish lead- 
ers, who regarded themselves as being 
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Kalliopi, an evangelical believer, 
has no one to care for her except 
one of our missionaries. All alone in 
her tiny room she suffers agonizing 


pain. Bedfast and penniless she 
needs food, medicine and other help. 
Could you undertake her support at 
$15.00 a month? 


COULD YOU LIVE ON 
$8.00 A MONTH? 


The need in Greece cannot be over 
emphasized. A strong statement? To 
Americans it may seem so, but not to 
those who have visited that poverty- 
ridden land. How can you exaggerate 
the misery of a country where 35% of 
the population is officially classified 
as destitute, meaning that they earn 
less than $8.00 a month, while the cost 
of living is almost comparable to ours; 
where 6 out of 10 children are affected 
by tuberculosis; where there are more 
lepers than in any other country in 
Europe; where there are 400,000 or- 
phans out of a population of less than 
8 million? Greece in 18 months suffer- 
ed 4 major earthquakes, rendering one- 
thirtieth of its people homeless. 


The above picture does not “exag- 
gerate.” It is mild compared with 
many in our files. This is just one of 
the thousands we are trying to help. 
The American Mission to Greeks is 
working day and night to ship drugs 
and clothing, to provide food and 
shelter, for the orphaned, the desper- 
ately ill, the incredibly poor of Greece. 
And paralleling the relief ministry 
runs a full-scale program of mission- 
ary work, Scripture distribution, evan- 
gelism and Christian education. 
Through the International Coopera- 
tion Administration, in whose _ pro- 
gram we fully participate, we distri- 
bute tons of U. S. surplus food-stuffs 
in Greece.

very religious, did the slandering. By 
inference they accused Him of being 
born in “fornication.” We find the re- 
cord in the eighth chapter of John’s Gos- 
pel. He knew that the slander was 
false. He therefore knew that it could 
not hurt Him. Lies do not hurt anyone 
in the long run. When anything is said 
about me that is bad, and not so, I think 
what a tragedy it would be if the lies 


were true. 


RELIGIOUS HATRED 


Christ was accused of breaking the 
law of Moses. But in reality, He is the 
only man ever to live on this earth who 
completely obeyed the law. He never 
once violated it at any point. He never 
committed a single sin during His entire 
earth life. He could therefore fling 
the challenge in their teeth: “Which 


of you convinceth me of sin?” 


Then again, not only did they accuse 
Him of breaking the law of Moses, but 
of trying to destroy their religion. He 
was only concerned, however, to save 
people from a false religion that was 
damning its followers. If our Lord 
wanted to destroy the evil religious con- 
cepts of His day, it was because souls 
whom He loved were being destroyed. 


He must have had this in mind be- 
cause we read in Matthew 9:16-17, “No 
man putteth a piece of new cloth unto 
an old garment, for that which is put in 
to fill it up taketh from the garment, 
and the rent is made worse. Neith- 
er do men put new wine into old bot- 
tles: else the bottles break, and the wine 
runneth out, and the bottles perish: but 
they put new wine into new bottles, and 
both are preserved.” 





Much of the mail that I receive deals 
with just such sufferings from the most 
devout saints. They are falsely accused 
of being disloyal to their religion, in 
one way or another. Often they are ac- 
cused when, in reality, they are only 
objecting to apostasy in the twentieth 
century Church — exactly as our Lord 
would object if He were on earth in a 
human body now. 


Not only was Christ a victim of such 
slander, but they even went so far as to 
accuse Him of blasphemy. Think of the 
Son of God, tabernacling in the flesh, 
being accused by men of blasphemy! 


You need not be surprised if some of 
your best friends become accusers, tak- 
ing the position that you are disloyal to 
Christ, unless one of them. They require 
you to sing out of their hymn book. 
Like the disciples, who found the man 
casting out demons in the name of Je- 
sus, they forbade him, as we read in 
Luke 9:49, “Master, we saw one cast- 
ing out devils in thy name; and we for- 
bad him, because he followeth not with 
us.” And then we read in the next verse, 
“And Jesus said unto him, Forbid him 
not: for he that is not against us is for 
us.” 

Jesus tried to reason with His ene- 
mies. The accusations they were bring- 
ing against Him will be common to 
those that will be brought against the 
ones who follow Him. Satan remains 
the God of this age. He knows that in 
striking you, he strikes Christ, because 
Christ gladly identifies Himself with 
you! 


“IF WE SUFFER” 


The missionary leaves his home, 
friends and family. He goes to some 
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foreign land for the sake of the Gos- 
pel. Next we hear that he is being per- 
secuted, maybe in prison, possibly mar- 
tyred. His motives are the purest. His 
ideals are the highest. His heart aches 
for those who persecute him. He is ut- 
terly unselfish. But he must pay a se- 
vere penalty for being loyal to His 
Christ. 


What the world cannot understand, 
of course, is that he is looking ahead. 
He understands the meaning of II Tim- 
othy 2:12, “If we suffer, we shall also 
reign with him: if we deny him, he also 
will deny us.” 


The greatest honor that any Christian 
can have is to suffer for doing good. Je- 
sus said in Luke 21:17, “And ye shall 
be hated of all men for my name’s 


sake.” 

You have cause for grief when some- 
one whom you have befriended and 
have tried every way to help, turns trai- 
tor. The next you know, the friendship 
that you showed him and the very in- 
timacy of the past, will be used for what 
he thinks will be to his own advantage. 
He will take something that he can use 
against you and put on a campaign of 
slander, like Judas. 


Judas had no doubt told the leaders 
that he could deliver Jesus into their 
hands. We read in Mark 14:10, “And 
Judas Iscariot, one of the twelve, went 
unto the chief priests, to betray him 
unto them.” 


“Judas, betrayest thou the Son of 
man with a kiss?” The one who pro- 
fessed great loyalty to Christ and His 
cause, turned out to be the world’s most 
despicable betrayer. 


When I stood in Athens, Greece, | 
wondered what kind of people had tak- 
en a man like Socrates, a great teacher, 
and put him to death as one who was 
endangering the republic. They accused 
him of treason, just because he taught 
that there was a future life. 


Have you slandered one of Christ’s 
workers? Then you have _ slandered 
Christ. Have you falsely accused one 
of Christ’s messengers? Then you have 
falsely accused Christ. “Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto one of the least of 
these my brethren, ye have done it unto 
me.” 

Let us not be ashamed of Christ. Let 
us not rebel against suffering for Him. 
Let us turn to Him and be willing to go 
all the way for His sake. 
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Dr GRAHAM SCROGGIE said: “The 

period covered by the Acts of the 
Apostles was approximately 53 years, 
thus showing how intense was the activ- 
ities of the first generation of Church 
history. Had the later generations of 
the Church followed the example of the 
first, the world would have been evan- 
gelized fifty times by now.” 


Early Christians succeeded where we 
are failing. The crying need of the 
present hour is to get back to apostolic 
evangelism. Had the Church continued 
as it started, the world would have been 
speedily evangelized, resulting in far 
different and better conditions existing 
today. 

There were only 120 members in the 
first local congregation. In one day 
3,000 were added and the number in- 
creased to 5,000 a few days later. 


Yet, humanly speaking, everything 
was against them. Their survival was 
a miracle. Who could be expected to be- 
lieve the seemingly fantastic story that 
Jesus of Nazareth, having died an ig- 
noble death on a felon’s gibbet, had 
risen from the dead, and that He was 
the Son of God? 


Moreover, the Church existed in a 
hostile atmosphere. Her message was 
in direct opposition to the Jewish re- 
ligion and the pagan beliefs of Imper- 
ial Rome. For example, Paul was ac- 
cused by Tertullus before Ananias the 
high priest, of being a “mover of sedi- 
tion among all the Jews throughout the 
world.” The apostle was accused of pro- 
faning the Jewish religion. 
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When Paul managed to escape to 
Berea from the riot in Thessalonica, the 
Jews brought Jason, who had given him 
hospitality, before the Roman rulers 
of the city. They falsely accused Paul 


of preaching against Caesar. 


How different for us today in the na- 
tions of the West! From heads of gov- 
ernments, all the way down to those 
who preside over municipalities, relig- 
ious leaders are given special recogni- 
tion. Ministers of the Word are espec- 
ially appreciated at the present time be- 
cause what they have io offer, namely 
Christianity, is known to be the world’s 
greatest force. against Communism. 


WHAT THE CHURCH 
DID NOT HAVE 


Again let us notice that the early 
Church had none of the equipment we 
would believe necessary for success in 
a world-wide conquest. 

They had no numerical prestige; 
they were a little flock. They had no 
financial prestige; they kept a common 
treasury because their possessions were 
meager. They had no social prestige; 
they were outcasts because of their re- 
ligious convictions. They had no edu- 
cational prestige; they were for most 
part untutored men of the fisherman 
type, Luke the physician being an ex- 
ception. 
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They had no theological or ecclesias- 
tical prestige. The conversion of Saul 
of Tarsus later raised their standing 
somewhat in this regard. They did not 
even own a church building, but preach- 
ed in synagogues of the Jews (enemy 
territory) or the open air. They also 
assembled for worship in private 
homes, often behind locked doors. They 
possessed no schools. But how amazing 
their success! 


At the very outset, on the birthday 
of the Church, Peter flung down the 
gauntlet, as it were. Speaking in the 
power of the Holy Ghost, he accused 
the Jewish nation of the crucifixion 
crime and called upon it to repent. Read 
the record in Acts 2:22-38. Early 
Church leaders did not mince words. 
They spoke out with boldness. They 
asked no quarter and gave none. It was 
war to the finish. We are, in contrast, 
a weak, anemic group of compromisers. 


WHAT THE CHURCH DID HAVE 


The Church of apostolic times had a 
positive message. Its preaching and 
teaching admitted no negative content. 
The band of humble believers knew in 
whom they believed. Their very lives 
glowed with the knowledge that the 
risen Christ was Lord and Saviour. 


They were conscious of the Lord’s 
presence. “Where two or three are gath- 
ered together in my name, there am I 
in the midst of them.” Christ was not a 
mere historical or impotent figure. They 
fellowshipped with a resurrected, living 
Saviour, their lives and words giving a 
continual, glowing witness to this fact. 


Even the enemy reluctantly took 
knowledge of their vital witness, result- 
ing from company with Jesus. We find 
it so stated in Acts 4:13. This must im- 
press us as being the more amazing 
when we consider that their Leader had 
been marred beyond recognition on the 
Cross — humanly speaking a pitiful 
spectacle. 

The transformation of the humble 
group of whipped and seemingly de- 
feated followers, leaves no doubt re- 
garding His resurrection and presence 
in their midst. How strange it would 
seem to the average Church today if 
someone solemnly announced, “Beloved 
saints, the living Christ is actually pres- 
ent with us this morning!” 


We also find that the power of the 
Church was directly associated with the 
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holiness of its members. They lived se- 
parated. lives. Sanctification means prac- 
tical separation. As the Sabbath is a 
sanctified day, and the sanctuary a 
sanctified place, so a saint is a sanicti- 
fied person. 

One of the great weaknesses of the 
modern Church is its mixture with the 
world. We seem flattered when world- 
lings of high position associate them- 
selves with us even if they are as ignor- 
ant of free grace as Hottentots. The 
Church is weakened by such compro- 
mises. Second Corinthians 5:17 is the 
acid test and should be taken as our 
standard. 

Dr. A. J. Gordon said: “If perchange 
the Church shall attract men, without 
at the same time transforming them; if 
she shall attach them to her member- 
ship without assimilating them to her 
life, she has only weakened herself by 
her increase, and diminished herself by 
her additions.” 

As one reads the history of the 
Church in its early stages, he is struck 
by the fact that it was daily persecuted, 
only enjoying occasional respites from 
enemy onslaughts. The statement in 
Acts 9:31 is striking because excep- 
tional, portraying certain congregations 
free from persecution. In those days, 
to publicly profess Christ made one a 
candidate for imprisonment or martyr- 
dom. 

The secret of their endurance and 
ability to grow under the thorny hand 
of persecution was the fact of the Holy 
Spirit’s presence and power among 
them. The upper room was the Spirit’s 
baptistry. They were filled with Him. 
They lived, testified and prayed in the 
power of an ungrieved Spirit. 

Prayer was their vital atmosphere. 
These people seemed to live on their 
knees. They “prayed without ceasing.” 
Before and after persecution, or ex- 
ceptional exertions in witnessing, they 
retired to the place of prayer. Today 
our prayer meetings are deserted plac- 
es. Few professed Christians know even 
the A B C’s of intercession. Hence, the 
absence of the supernatural and _ the 
substitution of human schemes, as a 
pretext for Christian service. 


The early Church actually believed 
the Gospel of Christ to be the only 
hope for a lost and dying world. Its 
numbers were satisfied in their hearts 
that Christ was the answer to the 
world’s needs. They believed they were 
commissioned to spread this message. 


This thought was uppermost in their 
hearts and minds at all times. They 
were engaged in a holy crusade — a 
crusade of right against wrong, grace 
against sin, Christ against Satan. 


Day and night, in season and out of 
season, they fearlessly and sacrificially 
crusaded into the enemy’s territory, us- 
ing weapons of spiritual warfare with 
great effectiveness. This burning pas- 
sion crowded all secular things out of 
their lives. 


We say we believe the same as the 
early Church but our conduct brings 
this profession into question. We have 
many ambitions, pursuits, pleasures 
and interests that take first place. The 
Gospel and its advancement is a matter 
of secondary concern. The chapters of 
Church history being written today 
would read quite different if those who 
profess the name of Christ would put 
first things first. 


The word “preach” which occurs 
more than 100 times in the New Testa- 
ment means “to proclaim.” It is the ac- 
cepted equivalent for six Greek verbs. 
Three are from the common root which 
means “to bear a message or to bring 
tidings.” 

The other three Greek words mean, 
“to publish or proclaim” “to say, 
speak or talk about” ... and “to dis- 
pute or reason.” 


The term used in Acts 11:19-20 is 
very impressive, suggesting “gossiping 
the Gospel,” meaning ordinary, every 
day witnessing for Christ in casual con- 
versation. This kind of gossip is always 
permissible. There is nothing in the 
New Testament pattern to give the idea 
that heralding the glad tidings was the 
exclusive prerogative of a special class 
of paid clergymen. 

In the days of the apostles there was 
no distinction between clergy and laity. 
John Huss fought and died in Czechos- 
lovakia for the doctrine of the priest- 
hood of all believers, and the Hussite 
symbol to this present day being the 
communion cup standing upon the open 
Bible. This truth of a royal priesthood 
and every believer a witness was the 
dynamic force in the early Church. 


Without the aid of any modern equip- 
ment, or transportation, or translation 
and publication of the Word, the Gos- 
pel of God’s grace shook the entire 
Roman Empire until there were saints 
even in Ceasar’s household. God is call- 
ing us back to primitive Christianity. 
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HE ARAB is a patient person. In 

the face of hardship and misfortune 
he shows a spirit of endurance rarely 
found in others. Like the camel, he 
keeps his suffering to himself. He knows 
how to appreciate a good turn. But like 
other human beings, he remembers an 
injustice imposed upon him. 


Yes, the Arab is like the sturdy camel 
on whose back he rides. He can bear 
burdens, resist hunger, thirst, ill-treat- 
ment and adversity but also, like other 
human beings, his capacity to suffer 
has limits. 


The camel, when tortured beyond en- 
durance, will at last become furious. 
The Arab is capable of similar respon- 
ses. 


Coming to actual facts, the Arab 
knows he has been robbed, cheated and 
betrayed. He was induced to join the 
first world war, siding with the Allies, 
who promised him independence, liber- 
ty and freedom from the Turks. There 
was a revolt in the desert. 


Arabs are human beings, and as such 
cannot forget that all pledges were vio- 
lated. And, adding insult to injury, 
their Allies in the war actually joined 
the international Zionist conspiracy to 
expel tens of thousands of Arabs from 
their homes in Palestine — at the same 
time giving approval to the broader 
Jewish plan of bringing the Middle 
East from the Nile to the Euphrates un- 
der the control of the invader. 


Who would expect the Arab to for- 
get that awful day, May 14, 1948, when 
England cancelled the Mandate over 
Palestine and left the native population 
at the mercy of the invading hordes? 
This was the equivalent to opening 
flood gates, permitting the blood of my 
people to flow in torrents. 


Jews declared the formation of the 
state of Israel in a land where Arabs 
had been living continuously for 1,400 





years. Terror clutched the hearts of 
millions in this part of the world when 
they were told that President Truman 
granted official recognition to the new 
gangster government the same day. 


Who would expect the Arab to forget 
that when, fighting with his back to the 
wall, having at least a ray of hope of 
ousting the invader, usurper, murderer 
and assassin, the United Nations step- 
ped in with threats of sanctions and de- 
stroyed any possibility of justice. 

Israel consolidated her gains, receiv- 
ed hundreds of millions of dollars from 
the countries of the west and built a 
military machine surpassing the 
strength and striking power of all the 
nations of the Middle East combined. 
During these years the Arab has gone to 
sleep every night with the feeling of a 
knife at his throat. 

Notwithstanding all this and the suf- 
ferings he went through, the Arab, like 
his camel, has been patient. He saw his 
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country delivered to the enemy. He 
witnessed the looting of his home, the 
massacre of those most dear to his 
heart. 


He stood by helpless when his wife, 
mother and daughter were raped, tor. 
tured and murdered by Israel’s gang. 
ster soldiers brought in from the slums 
and ghettos of cities of the West. He 
observed the desecration of his sanctu- 
aries and places of worship, both Chris. 
tian and Moslem. He suffered the hu- 
miliation of being, at gun point, thrown 
out of his country and expelled from 
the place of birth, to make room for a 
criminal invader. 


‘When leaders of the Jewish gang 
gave the signal to attack us in our 
homes, we saw those whom we cherish- 
ed and loved, fall under our eyes from 
assault, torture, murder and crime. 
Mute silence greeted the Arab when he 
uttered his cry of alarm. He wondered 
what had happened to the conscience of 
the world! 


He felt the sharp blow of the dagger 
in his back, that ran through and 
pierced his heart, leaving the deadly 
wound of A MILLION OF HIS COUN. 
TRYMEN labeled “refugees,” rendered 
homeless — leaving behind everything 
they possessed, their homes ransacked, 
their villages in ruins, their towns in- 
vaded, their farms and fields and or- 
chards ravaged, their buildings blown 
up or burned, left to wander miserably 
without hope, living under the burning 
sun in summer, soaked to the bone by 
rains in the fall, freezing and dying 
in the winter. 


One million human beings, creatures 
of flesh and blood, scattered and poor. 
languishing in the so-called “refugee 
camps” of the Middle East, disease and 
hunger biting into their flesh — right 


now, as I write these words! 




















Surely when righteous-minded peo- 
ple realize what has happened, and is 
now happening, they will be moved to 
prayer for these sad and dispossessed 
people. They too, are human beings. 


The Arab has set before the world, 
since 1948, an example of patience and 
dignity. He remained patient for years, 
suffering inwardly to himself, like the 
camel. But now he is furious. 


He has watched Israeli gangsters dis- 
regard all rules of humanity and apply 
the “law of the jungle,” mutilating the 
bodies of innocent Arab captives fall- 
ing into their hands, irrespective of age 
and sex, “men, women and children, 
young and old alike.” The Arab, on the 
other hand, has refused to lower him- 
self to such sadistic practices. This 
fact is admitted in United Nations re- 
ports and other sources. 
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To give an illustration: On April 2, 
1951 two Arabs, Issa Mohamad Salem 
Abu Asbeh and Hassan Mohamad 
Ahmad el Janazeh trespassed into Is- 
raeli occupied territory near Halhoul 
village in the Hebron district. They 
were arrested, tortured to death, their 
bodies cut with knives resembling a 
pin cushion, their sex organs mutilated. 
A photograph of one of the victims ap- 
pears with this article. 

On the same date, April 2, 1951 the 
Arabs arrested three Jews who had tres- 
passed into Arab territory, near Wadi 
Fukin in the Hebron district. Their 
names were Benjamin Cohen, Yitzhak 
Cohen and Ben Zion Givoni. They were 
taken into safe custody, interrogated 
and four days later returned. by the 
Arabs, who handed them over to Israeli 
officers in the presence of a United Na- 
tions representative. 

It is eight full years now that the 
Arab has demonstrated amazing pa- 
tience, in spite of all that has befallen 
him. It is eight full years that he has 
suffered hell on earth, enduring mental, 
moral, spiritual and physical torture. 
It is eight full years that he has heard 
talk about “justice and human rights” 
by the big powers, only to see his rights 
crushed underfoot. 

But there is a limit to everything and 
an end has come to the patience of the 
Arab. He no longer expects relief from 
the outside. Promises made him have 
been broken all along the line. He 
stands today disillusioned, knowing 
that Zionists are operating against him 
inside the governments he would like 
to trust. 


Therefore the Arab has found it ne- 
cessary to become self-reliant, in seek- 
ing a solution to the problems heaped 
upen him by power politics and world 
Jewry. He has decided to go his own 
way, accepting effective help wherever 
he can get it, but keeping an independ- 
ent will to act for his own best interests. 


Arabs are now organized, standing 
as a unit, demanding their legal, moral 
and natural rights. The million dispos- 
sessed “refugees” have a right to their 
possessions. The Palestine question 
must be settled in a just and equitable 
way, the only one being the implemen- 
tation of the United Nations resolutions 
and the return of the “refugees” to 
their homes. 

As a religious man and patriot who 
loves his country, I will say that violent 
thrusts being taken against Jordanians 
in the press of the West is not helping 
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to better the situation. We fail to under- 
stand why international Zionists should 
be allowed to malign and misrepresent 
us in this manner, thereby contributing 
to existing tensions. 


One day recently there came over 
press wires from New York this threat: 
“A member of Israel’s second-ranking 
political party today proposed that his 
country seize military strong points 
along its borders. Yaacov Liberman, a 
member of the Herut party, said in a 
news conference Israel should take over 
the Gaza strip and the entire kingdom 
of Jordan.” 


Jordanians respect and love their 
king, the same as Americans respect and 
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love their president. They were deeply 
moved when King Hussein stated in a 
public appearance on 22 February that 
he was in possession of intelligence re- 
ports that Israel was preparing to at- 
tack Jordan “in the near future.” The 
Arab wants to live in peace, and did so 
for centuries before Zionist gangsters 
came in to make trouble. Who can 
blame a man for trying to protect his 
home against a thief and murderer? 


The Arab is no beggar. He wants no 
charity. He desires only justice. He 
feels that his patience will be eventual- 
ly rewarded. He believes in God and the 
ultimate triumph of truth, honesty and 
moral principle.

handful of Liberals have ever been 
elected, and then, for most part, under 
false colors so that the electorate did 
not really understand. 

From centers occupied by these ap- 
pointees, there came a flood of social- 
istic and communistic proposals under 
Roosevelt and Truman as bills planted 
in the Congress. Many such measures 
have become the law of the land. 


A trend toward the left has been set 
in motion, the baneful effect of which 
is registered nationwide. The fabric of 
government is badly torn. Principles, 
foundational to the American system, 
are being challenged. The Constitution 
is weakened. A national emergency 
could destroy everything precious to 
the hearts of loyal Americans at a 
single stroke. Liberals are a scourge. 


Mr. Spitsbergen, with headquarters 
at Washington, D.C., is helping plug 
holes in the dike.

ET NOTE be taken of the ten divis- 


ions of “ ‘Liberals’ and the Constitu- 
tion” . 

It opens with a study of the so-called 
Soviet Constitution, foisted upon the 
people of Russia in 1936. Mr. Spits- 
bergen takes the document apart, piece 
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by piece, and contrasts it with the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 


The average reader will be astonish- 
ed at the manner in which the Liberal 
trend of government in the United 
States fits the Soviet blueprint. 


Mr. Spitsbergen’s discussion relates 
to the theory of Communism as a form 
of government over those who become 
its subjects, rather than exposures of 
spy rings, red intrigue and the conspir- 
atorial aspect of the program. He is 
concerned about the chains fastened up- 
on the masses where Liberal-Commu- 
nism gains control. This, the first chap- 
ter alone, is worth many times the price 
of the book. A vast field of thought, un- 
known (unfortunately) to most Amer- 
icans, is uncovered. 

“The ‘Liberals’ and the Russians 
have the same objective,” says Mr. 
Spitsbergen, “elimination of poverty by 
governmental mandate. The Russians 
propose to do it by abolition of private 
property; the ‘Liberals’ by taxation of 
private property ... The theory of the 
Russian Constitution is that economic 
security develops by giving government 
officials complete control over the 
means of production and distribution. 
It is an outright repudiation of the eco- 
nomic security theory of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. As it concen- 
trates political (sovereign) power it, 
unavoidably, restores tyranny and cre- 
ates want for those without political 
favor.” 

The similarity of the Communist 
theory of government, to the program 
advanced by American Liberals, is a 
damning indictment of the latter. This 
opening chapter blends with literary 
precision into the second, “ ‘Liberals’ 
and Private Industry.” 


Thereupon, Mr. Spitsbergen warns 
of three major threats (chapters three, 
four and five): “Threats to Private Pro- 
perty,” “Threats to Political Rights” 
and “Threats to Independent Courts.” 
These may be considered the negative 
side of the argument. The positive fol- 
lows in order, “Representative Govern- 
ment and Majority Rule” and “Consti- 
tutions and the Bill of Rights.” 

There are three final divisions, round- 
ing out a total of ten: “Cases Cited,” 
“Authorities Referred To” and a com- 
prehensive Index. 
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THE AUTHOR of this valuable hand- 

book believes, when the Sunday 
morning worshipper steps into the 
Church vestibule and is handed a copy 
of the weekly bulletin, it should be a 
carefully constructed piece of litera- 
ture. 


In addition to announcing the order 
of service, a properly organized bul- 
letin will contain devotional nuggets 
and inspirational items adapted to the 
season of the year. The pastor or church 
secretary who prepares this piece of 
literature has a real opportunity for 
lifting the thoughts of the worshippers 
to a high level. 


“Better Church Bulletins” brings a 
variety of orders of worship, many 
timely anecdotes and colorful “inspir- 
ettes,” suggestive poems and terse Gos- 
pel messages. Particular attention is 
given to Christrnas, Thanksgiving and 
other special days. 


An added feature of this book is a 
section containing numerous quotations 
for bulletin board use on the Church 
lawn.

E HAVE before us a veritable en- 

cyclopedia on hymnology. Brown 
and Butterworth have long been regard- 
ed as the world’s leading authorities on 
the subject. This book is presented as 
another in the famous “Zondervan Re- 
print Classic” series. The company is 
to be thanked for restoring it to life. 


Augustine defines a hymn as “praise 
to God with song.” Another writer calls 
hymn singing “a devotional approach 
to God in our emotions.” Men sang 
songs of adoration even in the ancient 
past when worshipping many gods and 
searching blindly for the true light. 


Hymns have been found on the monu- 
mental tablets of the cities of Nimrod. 
Fragments of Orphic and Homeric 
hymns are preserved in Greek anthol- 
ogy. Vedic hymns are extant in India. 
Exhumed stones of Egypt have revealed 
songs and liturgies that antedate his- 
tory. Moses sang. So did Christ and His 
disciples ... and Paul and Silas. 


The rise, growth and development of 
hymn music, as told by Brown and But- 
terworth, captures the thought and 
imagination of the reader. But what 
makes this reservoir of information 
more valuable is the fact that it tells 
the inside stories of how hundreds of 
Christian hymns and Gospel songs came 
to be written.

When it was learned that Mr. and Mrs. F. H. Metfessel and their daughter 
Madelynn planned to visit the Holy Land, they were asked to accept an 
assignment in connection with Defender missionary work in the Middle 
East. Several days were spent in Jerusalem (Jordan) as guests of Rev. 
Solomon John Mattar, Warden of the Garden of the Tomb and Defender 
Superintendent. Returning home, Mrs. Metfessel compiled the following 


report. 





“Q Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that 
killest the prophets, and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee, how often 
would I have gathered thy children to- 
gether, even as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings, and ye would 




















not!” 


E LANDED at the Beirut, Lebanon 

airport in the dead of night. As 
we walked from the plane, we were 
moved forward with other travelers be- 
neath the glare of floodlights on either 
side, flanked by men in uniform. 


Passing through customs, an official 
handed us a telegram: “Dear Sir: We 
have been advised this morning 12:30 
L.T. by Air Liban that their Jerusalem 
Service is cancelled for the 20th of 
December.” Signed: Trans World Air- 
lines. 

We soon found ourselves in the back 
seat of a car. For miles through the 
dark, in silence, we rode. At last we 
stopped in front of a hotel. It proved 
to be a beautiful ultramodern hotel in 
steel and mortar with fixtures in most 
delightful colors and shapes. Since ma- 
terial matters do not always eliminate 
uncertainty, we went to sleep wonder- 
ing why the fight was cancelled and 
when we would be able to leave. 








REACHING JERUSALEM 


Later we heard that all morning 
flights were cancelled due to disturb- 
ance at Jerusalem. During the forenoon, 
Mr. Metfessel made the rounds of the 
airline offices. Madelynn and I took pic- 
tures from the hotel window. How well 
I recall the Arab leading his herd of 
black goats down the street, dodging 
traffic. An Arabian woman dressed in 
black sat on the floor of her roof gar- 
den across the street, a veil partially 
covering her face, leaving eyesight to 
do mending while a caged turkey neck- 
ed his way back and forth. The blank- 
ets on the line hung still, the green 
plants on the outer railing grew drier in 
the warm morning sun. 


Then came good news and we were 
at last on our way to Jerusalem. As we 
went by taxi down the extra wide pave- 
ment toward the airport, the driver drew 
our attention to the east, to the famous 
Cedars of Lebanon at the foot of Jabal 
E]-Makmal. 






CHORUS CHOIR VOICES 
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At 2:00 P.M. our plane was winging 
its way to the troubled city of Jerusa- 
lem. Over Jordan at last! Anywhere 
might be where Jesus walked. 

There is an imposing grandeur in the 
depth of the hilly regions. The desola- 
tion in contrast to the protected produc- 
tive areas give rise to most exotic scen- 
ery in this veritable wonderland. Where 
the hills, the valleys, the rivers, the 
lakes, the cities and towns, including 
heaps of ruin and debris, have become 
sacred to countless hearts. From the 
air, the River Jordan appears as a great 
serpent winding its way to the Dead Sea. 
We fasten our seat belts. The plane is 
lowering into the airport. 

Looking toward Jerusalem, its mos- 
ques appear bold and its low roofs, 
lower, beside picturesque steeples. Here 
and there a tall conical shaped pine ap- 
pears, but always some part of the city 
wall within sight. 

The driver who took us from the air- 
port to the Garden of the Tomb, stop- 
ped on the Damascus road while a 
guard hauled back the barbed wire en- 
tanglement. He made a sharp turn, 
drove along an inside wall and finally 
came to a door above which there was 
a sign, “The Garden Tomb.” There he 
pushed a button. 


MEETING THE MATTARS 


A tall, smiling, middle-aged lady 
stepped from behind the door, her fair, 
clear complexion emphasized by the 
black hair and brown eyes. This charm- 
ing woman we learned to know and love 
as Mrs. Solomon John Mattar. 

We had at last reached the sacred 
spot described in John 19:41-42. “Now 
in the place where he was crucified 
there was a garden; and in the garden 
a new sepulchre ... there laid they Je- 
sus.” 

We were invited into this Garden. As 
at the time of Mary’s visit to the empty 
tomb the first Easter morning, a garden- 
er or warden (Mr. Mattar) is in charge. 
Here we found paths lined with foliage, 
flowers, palms and pines, plus a variety 
of trees. 

We followed Mrs. Mattar down the 
path past the Chrysanthemum beds, 
past the pines, to a small cultivated 
patch of ground. There stood a man 
with a spade in his hand. His dress and 
general appearance bespoke of his po- 
sition as a leader, yet one adaptable to 
any situation. His particular situation 
of the moment was that of a tree planter. 


An olive tree had just been planted 























to the memory of his youngest daugh- 
ter, Florence. We were happy to meet 
this jovial yet sincere man of God. A 
sense of security came over us as we 
shook his hand. We were within shel- 
tering walls, walking om sacred soil, 
and had found a friend whose name is 
Solomon John Mattar — warden of the 
Garden, and director of Defender Mid- 
dle East missionary work. 


The tree planting continued in a 
most scientific way. Tree Number 2 was 
planted in memory of Lillian, the next 
oldest daughter of the Mattars; then 
one for Philip; and the last for Made- 
lynn, our daughter. Madelynn, Flor- 
ence, Lillian and Philip shall not for- 
get that day. (As the Olive trees grow 
in the Garden, may the love of God 
grow in their hearts! As the Olive trees 
bear fruit, so may their lives bear fruit 
unto perfection!) 


GOLGOTHA 


Following the tree planting cere- 
mony, our host led us down the path, a 
short distance, to a cemented platform. 
He pointed to the north side of a hill of 
rock, calling our attention to the out- 
line of a skull. We thought of John 
19:17, “And he bearing his cross went 
forth into a place called the place of a 
skull, which is called in the Hebrew 
Golgotha.” Our heads were bowed and 
our hearts heavy. We had seen enough 
for one day. 

Mr. Mattar turned and walked to- 
ward the big house, which is situated 
near the Garden entry. Here within, he 
invited us to comfortable chairs while 
we listened intently to the story of the 
uprising of Jordanians who had burned 
the Turkish Embassy, hauled down the 
American flag, plundered and damaged 
much property, resulting in two deaths 
and many injured within the past 24 
hours. Then I realized the telegram we 
received in Beirut was a blessing in dis- 
guise. Also, I understood the need of 
the tangled barbed wire at the Garden 
Tomb driveway. 

When evening turned to night, our 
host took us to a lovely little cottage 
in the Garden, next to the newly planted 
Olive trees. Here he pulled the shutters 
together, fastening them securely be- 
hind iron bars, then closed the hinged 
windows, drew the drapes and advised 
us to make sure both locks on the door 
were locked, bidding us a good night, 
probably seeing no reason why we 
should not sleep at ease. We knew by 
this time that the Garden was surround- 


ed by a high thick wall, with soldiers 
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guarding Damascus Road just on the 
other side. Best of all, we knew that 
Jesus said, “I will never leave thee, nor 


forsake thee.” 
DEFENDER BIBLE SCHOOLS 


We went on a certain afternoon with 
a small group of Christians to the De- 
fenders Industrial School and Bible In- 
stitute for tea with the lady students. 
There are two such schools in Jerusa- 
lem, one for girls and women; another 
for boys and men. Those who attend 
are being helped to become self-reliant, 
while being trained as Christian work- 
ers. 

This was our second visit to the 
school. These ladies (then 15 in num- 
ber but I understand the enrollment has 
since increased) were being taught the 
art of sewing and embroidering, and at 
the same time instructed in the Scrip- 
tures. Mrs. Mattar directs the courses. 


We also visited the Defenders school 
for boys and men. Their building space 
is located not far from the Damascus 
Gate. They were being taught manual 
training under the leadership of a 
Christian Arab refugee, who not only 
knows how to use tools for working in 
wood, but handles the “Sword of the 
Spirit” equally well. 

It was our privilege to assist with the 
teaching while we were there. Mr. Mat- 
tar would take our words spoken in 
English and quickly translate them in- 


to Arabic. 


I know of no place that has greater 
need of the Gospel than Jerusalem. May 
the Word of God become so instilled 
in the hearts of these students that they 
will go forth as evangelists carrying the 
truth to their own people! The mission- 
ary methods in use, under the able lead- 
ership of Rev. Solomon John Mattar, 
are practical and sure to be productive. 


A TOUR OF THE GARDEN 


I had been in Jerusalem several days 
before actually going into the Tomb of 
Christ and being shown the recent dis- 
coveries made in the Garden. I would 
not ask a private tour because Mr. Mat- 
tar was a busy man.

Today (I thought), I shall see the 
Tomb. So I walked down the path from 
the cottage to join a group being con- 
ducted over the premises. 


First we went to the site of Golgotha. 
Here Mr. Mattar drew attention to the 
striking likeness of the great rock to a 
skull; also its location outside the city 
walls. He quoted Hebrews 13:12, “Je- 
sus suffered without the gate.” Refer- 
ence was also made to John 19:17 
(previously mentioned). 


From Golgotha we moved on to the 
Tomb. Our faithful guide presented all 
the reasons for believing this to be the 
Saviour’s authentic burial place. It was 
a rich man’s tomb, belonging to Joseph 
of Arimathea. Its use fulfilled Isaiah 
53:9, “He made his grave with the 
rich.” 


Some visitors come out of mere cur- 
iosity. Others are hardly aware of the 
significance of the sacred site. Mr. Mat- 
tar never fails to clinch his presenta- 
tion with a definite Gospel appeal. I 
was thrilled to see the way he handles 
the crowds and to hear his exaltation of 


Christ. 


The group enters the Tomb, each man 
removing his hat. Everyone comes out 
more sober. They hesitate to leave. 
Again Mr. Mattar speaks: “What did 
you come to see? Stones, rocks, caves? 
Is this the only memory you are going 
to take home?” 


The group listens. This time he sum- 
marizes the whole Gospel story. Why 
did Mary come to this grave? She came 
to seek the Lord. We are all moved by 
the knowledge that at this very spot, 
the events described in Matthew 28:2-6 
actually took place. 


The little group walks solemnly to- 
ward the Garden exit. 


Days later I walked again the path 
that lead to the platform from which 
one views Calvary’s hill and I thought 
of our Lord’s words: “O Jerusalem, Je- 
rusalem, thou that killest the prophets, 
and stonest them which are sent unto 
thee, how often would I have gathered 
thy children together, even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not!”

“THE BLOOD OF MARTYRS” 
Acts, Chapters 3 to 5 











EMORY TEXT: “Grant unto thy 
servants, that with all boldness they 
may speak thy word.” Acts 4:29. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson 
is as fellows: 


A. A miracle causes opposition. Acts 3:1-11 
and Acts 4:13-18. 

B. The Apostles face opposition with courage. 
Acts 4:1-12. 

C. Censcience demands that they stand firm. 
Acts 4:19-20 and Acts 5:29. 

D. Prayer becomes their main support. 
4:29-31. 


Acts 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “BOLDNESS.” 


The lesson for today reminds us that, 
“The blood of martyrs is the seed of 
the Church.” It records the first perse- 
cution of the Apostles at the hands of 
Talmudic Jewry after the organizing of 
the Church at Pentecost. Jesus had 
warned that they would be as “sheep 
among wolves.” 


The opposition encountered by Peter 
and John came from the highest relig- 
ious, political and judicial body of the 
Jews, the Sanhedrin. The Talmud, con- 
sisting of accumulated writings by rab- 
bis, was responsible for their attitude. 
This caused them to reject Christ and 
demand His death. The same hatred 


carried over against the Apostles. 


Jewish attitudes toward Christ and 
His followers have never changed. The 





SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Talmud is, and has always been, the 
bible of Judaism. As for the Old Testa- 
ment, it is merely used for window 
dressing purposes. When Jesus said, “Ye 
transgress the commandment of God by 
your tradition,” He was referring to the 


Talmud. 


The immediate persecution of the 
Apostles resulted from a miracle they 
performed by the power of Christ, 
which attracted wide attention. Despite 
the dangers involved, they stood forth 
in “boldness.” Had it not been for their 
courage, the Church might have been 
destroyed in its infancy. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 4:20. 


“For we cannot but speak the things 
. ” 
which we have seen and heard. 


Judges on the bench are inclined to 
be attentive to learned men who appear 
before them. They respect intelligence 
and education. Sanhedrin leaders “per- 
ceived that they (the apostles) were 
unlearned and ignorant men,” but were 
compelled to respect them for their 
great courage. 


Moreover, the man whom Peter and 
John had healed was present. Here was 
an actual demonstration of supernatur- 
al power. This could not be written off 
as ignorance and stupidity. The power 
and proof of Christianity lies in what 
it does for the men, the blessing it 
brings to human lives. 


The judges ordered the apostles “not 
to speak at all nor teach in the name of 
Jesus.” This was a ridiculous order by 
which Christ’s faithful followers re- 
fused to be bound. They replied that 
they could not obey. They would not, 
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because they could not! The power of 
Christ, in their hearts and minds, sim- 
ply had to come into expression. The 
divine compulsion was beyond human 
control. And so it should be with us! 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRISTIANS 
ARE EXPECTED TO BE COURAG. 
EOUS. 

“Self-appointed judges in every age 
have told Christians and the Church to 
shut up. And Christians and the Church 
have always refused. Therein lies the 
strength and the hope of the Church.” 
—Frank S. Mead. 


We read in Acts 4:31, “And when 
they had prayed, the place was shaken 
where they were assembled together ... 
and they spake the word of God with 
boldness.” 

Back with their friends, in some un- 
named house in Jerusalem, Peter and 
John joined in a prayer meeting. One 
writer calls it, “the second Pentecost.” 
It was a happy meeting that gave spirit- 
ual force and momentum — a holy 
push to the little Church, to help carry 
it down the corridors of the centuries. 


Perhaps tomorrow the Jewish vipers 
(Matthew 23:33) would strike again. 
Soldiers of the Temple guard could be 
expected to come and drag some of 
their number away to prison. But who 
cared? They knew, every one knew, that 
they were right, that Christ was alive, 
that His Gospel met the need of the 
whole world. 


Lesson NuMBER Two 





April 22, 1956 


PROGRESS THROUGH 
PERSECUTION 


Acts, Chapters 6 & 7 











EMORY TEXT: “Unto you it is 

given in the behalf of Christ, not 
only to believe on him, but also to suf- 
fer for his sake.” Philippians 1:29. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson 
is as follows: 

A. Stephen, spokesman for the early Church. 
Acts 6:8. 

B. Stephen, falsely accused by Talmudic Jews. 
Acts 6:11-15. 

C. Stephen, a faithful soldier of the Cross. 
Acts 7:1-53. 

D. Stephen, the first martyr of the Church. 
Acts 7:54-60. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “PERSECUTED.” 


The Jewish Talmud, whose vicious 
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and immoral code has for centuries 
warped the Jewish mind, began to be 
compiled when the tribes of Benjamin 
and Judah were taken into Babylon. It 
was completed in the fifth century A.D. 
In modern form it comprises 63 large 
volumes, is studied by all rabbis and 
provides the basis of Jewish thought 
throughout the world. 


Today’s Sunday School lesson tells 
how the righteous Stephen encountered 
the leaders of the system in his day. 
He condemned them to their faces: 
“Ye stiffnecked and uncircumcised in 
heart and ears, ye do always resist the 
Holy Ghost ... betrayers and murder- 
ers ... Which of the prophets have not 
your fathers persecuted?” 


Stephen preached a powerful sermon 
— a message that drove a wedge be- 
tween Judaism and Christianity. It 
marked the official launching of Chris- 
tianity as a world-wide faith. He was 
the forerunner of Paul. Men who pio- 
neer always encounter selfishness, pre- 
judice, jealousy and greed. In this in- 
stance, Stephen represented Christ. The 
Talmudists represented anti-Christ. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 7:55. 


“But he, being full of the Holy 
Ghost, looked up stedfastly into heaven, 
and saw the glory of God, and Jesus 
standing on the right hand of God.” 


Stephen’s judges were “cut to the 
heart” by his remarks. If they could 
have answered him, their reaction 
would have been quite different. The 
faithful preacher, on the other hand, 
“looked up stedfastly into heaven.” 


The author of the Jamieson, Faucett 
& Brown Commentary offers the follow- 
ing comment: “Ye who can transfer to 
canvas such scenes as these, in which 
the rage of hell grins horribly from 
men as they sit condemned by a frail 
prisoner of their own and see heaven 
beaming from his countenance—I envy 
you, for I find no words to paint what 
is here so simply told.” 


Stephen’s spiritual supply was _ re- 
plenished by this experience. In times 
of testing, the child of God needs to 
look up and receive help from above 
human levels. Stephen _ gathered 
strength for the ordeal that awaited 
him. “They stoned Stephen,” says a 
well-known writer, “but it was no good; 
even as the stones flew through the air, 
the heavens opened.” 
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(3) THE KEY FACT: TRUE CHRIS- 
TIANS ARE WILLING TO SUFFER 
FOR THEIR FAITH. 


The Church has always thrived on 
persecution. Prosperity has often 
proved injurious. Persecution has been 
a purifier. This fact is noted symbolical- 
ly in Stephen. He was nobler in death, 
than even during his speech before the 
court. There he condemned his murder- 
ers; here he cries: “Lord, lay not this 
sin to their charge. And when he had 
said this, he fell asleep.” 


In the pit where Stephen was stoned, 
the first stone was laid in the structure 
of the early Church. The mortar was 
the blood of the first Christian martyr. 
A young man from Tarsus looked upon 
the contortions of the helpless victim, 
while guarding the coats of the stone- 
throwing assassins. He was later trans- 
formed into Paul the Apostle, and laid 
more stones in the Church. 


LESSON NUMBER THREE 





April 29, 1956 


EARLY CHURCH GROWTH 
Acts Chapter 8 











EMORY TEXT: “By this shall all 
men know that ye are my disciples, 
if ye have love one to another.” John 


13:35. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson 
is as follows: 
A. Gossiping the Gospel. Acts 8:4. 
B. Philip opens a new mission field. Acts 8:5. 
C. The message confirmed by miracles. Acts 
8 :6-8. 
D. New horizons for the Church. Acts 8 :26-40. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “WENT.” 


“They went every where preaching 
the word.” “Philip went down.” “And 
he arose and went.” Our key word is a 
potent verb which denotes action at 
spiritual levels. It is the pivot on which 
the text of the lesson turns. 


The early Church broadened its bor- 
ders despite hardship, opposition and 
persecution. Members prayed their 
problems through as they rose. They 
went in the power and demonstration 
of the spirit, reminding us of the adage 
that “a running stream purifies itself.” 


“Then Philip went down to the city 
of Samaria.” The Samaritans were held 
in contempt by their Jewish neighbors, 
but Philip loved them. He was a true 
soulwinner and missionary, an example 
for us. We must go where the needy are! 


James Marshall tells this story: “I 
remember hearing about a minister in 
the north of England who one evening 
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Testimonials 


“No Other Book 
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found a man in his parish lying drunk 
by the wayside. He remonstrated with 
him, and the man asked, ‘What can I 
do?’ 

“The minister replied, ‘You can come 
to the church.’ And then came the 
shrewd question from the drunken man, 
‘Do the sheep look for the shepherd?’ ” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 8:4. 


“Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad went every where preaching the 
word.” The term “preaching” compares 
favorably, in the root text, with our 
modern word, “gossiping.” Persecution 
only fanned and scattered the flame 
which enemies of Christ hoped to ex- 
tinguish. The homes of hated Christians 
were broken up, members of families 
separated, forced into exile, driven from 
city to city ... but they carried Christ 
in their hearts and the Gospel message 
on their lips. 


They did not choose to be scattered, 
but it was the best thing that could have 
possibly happened to them and the 
Church. The experience has been com- 
pared to a farmer with a sack of seed. 
If he keeps the grain, it will grow no 
food. If he scatters it, there will be a 
crop. 

The same is true with regard to Chris- 
tians and the Church. Confined to Jeru- 
salem, it would have perished. Scattered 
abroad, the number of believers in- 
creased. The Church expanded in all 
directions. They went preaching the 
word. Their extremity became God’s op- 
portunity. 


“Punch a pillow in the middle,” says 
a man writing on this text, “and the 
ends fly out. Persecute and scatter and 
you help only the persecuted.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE CHURCH 
IS A GOING CONCERN. 


Adversities are often overruled where 
the divine purpose is concerned. The 
Churck had a supernatural beginning, 
is the custodian of a supernatural mes- 
sage, and exists to do a supernatural 
work in human lives. Miracles accom- 
panied Philip’s preaching. 


Among our Lord’s last words, left to 
echo across the centuries were “go ye.’ 
Christians are expected to go with’ the 
Gospel. Philip is an inspiring example 
of a layman who witnessed faithfully 
and fruitfully for Christ. 


Christianity spread to the ends of the 
civilized world during the first century, 
because Christians went everywhere 
talking to total strangers. Witnessing 


did it! 


There are two major ways to witness 
for Christ: by living so close to Him 
that His presence will be reflected to 
others ... and by passing the Gospel 
along by word of mouth. The power of 





the Church depends upon these two ap- 
proaches. 


Let us look in the mirror and put the 
question to ourselves. Are we giving a 
loyal, productive witness? Are we liv- 
ing Christ and talking the Gospel? Or 
are we failures, dead wood being car- 
ried along by other members of the 
Church?

A PERSECUTOR 
TRANSFORMED 


Acts 9:1-31 











EMORY TEXT: “Ye have not chos- 

en me, but I have chosen you, and 
ordained you, that ye should go and 
bring forth fruit, and that your fruit 
should remain.” John 15:16. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson 
is as follows: 


A. Saul the persecutor. Acts 9:2-3. 

B. Paul the convert. Acts 9:4-9. 

C. Paul a persecuted Apostle. Acts 9:23. 

D. The Damascus prayer meeting. Acts 9:9-15. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “LIGHT.” 


Saul of Tarsus was, in all probabil- 
ity, a member of the Sanhedrin, school- 
ed in the evil doctrines of the Talmud. 
He viewed with satisfaction the murder 
of Stephen. To him was delegated a 
large part of the responsibility for wip- 
ing out the infant Church. There were 
terrible scenes of persecution. He and 
his mob brought terror to the hearts of 
Christ’s “little flock.” 


Exact instructions were given the per- 
secutor by the high priest in the form 
of sealed orders, “letters to Damascus 
to the synagogues.” He was charged to 


bind the leaders of the Christian group 
NATURAL 
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and “bring them into Jerusalem” for 
trial. But on the way he received light 
that changed his purpose and the entire 
course of his life. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 9:5. 


“And he said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And the Lord said, I am Jesus whom 
thou persecutest: it is hard for thee to 
kick against the pricks.” 


Tradition mentions a bridge near Da- 
mascus as the spot where Saul’s con- 
version occurred. On a later occasion 
when defending himself while under 
arrest, he gave this testimony: “And it 
came to pass, that, as I made my jour- 
ney, and was come nigh unto Damascus 
about noon, suddenly there shown from 
heaven a great light about me.” At the 
same time he heard a voice saying: 
“Why persecutest thou me?” 


What tenderness and compassion! 
Jesus Christ, the King of glory, proud 
to identify Himself with His humble, 
persecuted followers. Before the world 
they may appear frail and discredited 

. but before Him strong and exalted. 
“If the world hated you, ye know it 
hated me before it hated you.” 


The inference was clear. In the act 
of striking the Christians, Saul was 
leveling blows at the Christ. The Head 
of the Church and its members are one. 
No Christian ever suffers alone. 


Then came the words: “It is hard for 
thee to kick against the pricks.” A more 
correct translation is goad. The perse- 
cutor was, in all probability, riding in 
an ox cart. A goad is a long pole with 
a piece of sharp metal at the end, used 
by the driver to jab the beast. If the ox 
kicks, the goad automatically lacerates 
its flesh. Thus, with a touch of irony, 
the risen Lord told Saul that instead of 
crushing the Gospel, he was only inflict- 
ing wounds upon himself. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE DAMAS- 
CUS PRAYER MEETING BROUGHT 
NEW LIGHT TO THE WORLD. 

The Gospel had penetrated Damas- 
cus, the capital of Syria and probably 
the oldest city in the world. A congre- 
gation of believers had been organized 
there, with meetings held in the home 
of one Ananias, a man of deep piety. 


News of Saul’s approach reached the 
city. The frightened Christians became 
huddled together in prayer, and that 
prayer meeting turned the tide of civil- 
ization. Lightning struck out on the 
highway while believers were praying 
inside the city walls. Prayer moved the 
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arm of God. Heat generated on spirit- 
ual levels produced a flash, the impact 
of which has since been registered 
around the world through the life and 
ministry of the converted persecutor. 


Christianity obtained in Paul a new 
and incomparable type of leader. He 
blazed Gospel trails north, east, south 
and west that made Christianity the 
mightiest force in the world. On the isle 
of Troas, he was ordered west with the 
Gospel, under the leadership of the 
Holy Spirit. This event eventually 
caused the map of Europe to be revised. 
It gave us the advantages that we today 
enjoy in this part of the world — all 
because members of the persecuted 
Church at Damascus held a cottage 
prayer-meeting !

GOD NO RESPECTER 
OF PERSONS 


Acts 9:32 to 11:18 











EMORY TEXT: “I perceive that 

God is no respecter of persons: but 
in every nation he that feareth him, and 
worketh righteousness, is accepted with 
him.” Acts 10:34-35. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson 
is as follows: 


A. Peter performs miracles which cause many 
to become believers. Acts 9:32-43. 


B. Peter divinely guided to the home of Cor- 
nelius. Acts 10:1-5. 

C. Peter has a vision that influences the in- 
fant Church to make a vital decision. Acts 
10:9-16 & Acts 11:18. 

D. Peter separates the Church from Talmudic 
Judaism. Acts 10:34-35. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “VISION.” 


Our lesson opens with a cluster of 
miracles performed by Peter, which 
leave no doubt as to divine approval 
upon his person and ministry. At Lyd- 
da he healed a man who had been con- 





fined to bed eight years. A person of 
apparent influence named Saron was led 
to accept Christ. Dorcas, a devout wom- 
an of Joppa died. Peter prayed, “And 
she opened her eyes and sat up.” He 
tarried some time at Joppa, a guest in 
the home of Simon the tanner. 


Certain leaders in the Church at Je- 
rusalem had the mistaken idea that 
Christianity was tied to Judaism. They 
were trying to put new wine in old wine- 
skins, new patches on old garments. 


Upon hearing that Peter had been 
associating with Gentile believers, they 
“put him on the carpet” before the 
elders, saying: “Thou wentest in to men 
uncircumcised, and didst eat with 
them.” 


It was under these circumstances that 
Peter related his experience of having 
received a vision which fully justified 
his behavior and marked a _ turning 
point in the history of the Church. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 11:15. 


“And as I began to speak, the Holy 
Ghost fell on them, as on us at the be- 
ginning.” 

These words were spoken by Peter, 
in describing what happened at the time 
he made his report (and defense) be- 
fore the Jerusalem elders. The integrity 
of his position was confirmed by the 
witness of the Holy Spirit. The elders, 
being men of spiritual discernment, 
took affirmative action — with the re- 
sult that contaminating Talmudic in- 
fluences were removed from the Church. 


Peter’s message centered around an 
experience he had a short time before 
in the home of Cornelius, a Gentile be- 
liever (“a devout man”) of Caesarea 
— which experience was preceded by 
a vision: 


“And saw heaven opened, and a cer- 
tain vessel descending unto him, as it 
had been a great sheet knit at the four 
corners, and let down to the earth: 
Wherein were all manner of fourfooted 
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beasts of the earth, and wild beasts, and 
creeping things, and fowls of the air. 
And there came a voice to him, Rise, 
Peter; kill, and eat.” 


The purpose of this visitation was to 
dissolve the false, Talmudic idea that 
Jews were chosen above other races, 
occupying a place of preferment in the 
mind and purpose of God. Peter was 
on his way, by divine guidance, to the 
home of Cornelius and a preaching mis- 
sion to Gentiles. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: GOD IS NO 
RESPECTER OF PERSONS. 


“And Peter opened his mouth, and 
said, Of a truth I perceive that God is 
no respecter of persons.” 


This passage alone, uttered under 
divine inspiration, is sufficient to inval- 
idate the false and untenable teaching 
that Jews are a special people, enjoying 
special privileges above other races. 


Some Bible students have a nebulous 
idea that “racial salvation” applies to 
Jews. Fortunately this mistaken idea 
was purged, under Peter’s management, 
from the early Church. Jews to enjoy 
the advantages of sovereign grace, must 
accept Christ as Saviour like the mem- 
bers of any other race. The notion that 
they are superior and preferred above 
other peoples is a snare and a delusion.

Had the story been false, it is reason- 
able to suppose that enemies would 
have produced contrary evidence. The 
only thing they could do was to spread 
rumors that the disciples stole his body 
while soldiers slept. Think of a Roman 
guard being asleep — every man. Im- 
possible! 


On the other hand, how could such 
a theft be harmonized with the order 
in which the graveclothes were found? 
When thieves break in, they leave ev- 
erything in confusion. 


Not so in the tomb of Jesus! The 
handkerchief was found neatly folded 
and in a place by itself. The grave- 
clothes were left in orderly condition. 
There were no signs of fright and haste, 
as would have been the case had nerv- 
ous disciples fought their way past the 
guard, to deliver the body from the 
tomb. 


A careful description of Christ’s 
graveclothes is given. The language 
suggests that the writers regarded the 
garments as being of great importance. 


In John 20:7 we read that the precious 
form was wrapped in “linen clothes.” 
Two pieces are mentioned — a napkin 
or handkerchief around the head, and 
a larger garment covering the body. 


Both were found crumpled and col- 
lapsed, lying some distance apart, on 
the floor of the tomb. The physical 
body of the Master had been transmut- 
ed. The garments remained empty to 
give mute testimony regarding what had 
happened. 


The fear of the disciples is also a 
matter to be considered. They were 
afraid. In fact they forsook Him and 
fled. They had lost courage. Hence they 
would have been the last people in the 
world to attempt the theft of a dead 
body from a tomb surrounded by sol- 
diers. 

How can we explain the miraculous 
change on their part from fear to cour- 
age, and even boldness, after the resur- 
rection? Had the group stolen His body 
they would have remained in hiding. 
But the fact that they came out boldly, 
openly and publicly to proclaim the 
resurrection, even going so far as in- 
dicting the murderers, proves that they 


surd and impossible. Had He not risen, 
they would have been able to prove it. 


The founders of all the world’s reli- 
gions have died without rising from 
the dead. Christ and Christ alone arose. 
When Talleyrand, the agnostic, wanted 
to establish a new religion and found 
it difficult, he asked counsel of the king 
of France and received this answer: 
“Go and be crucified, and on the third 
day rise again, and men will believe in 
your religion.”

MALNUTRITION 
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THIS WORD means simply, bad nu- 

trition. A great deal of confusion 
exists as to the exact relationship the 
term bears to dietary factors. The fol- 
lowing may prove of aid in arriving at 
a workable type of statement for lay- 
men. 


Kruse (1) has this to say about the 
evaluation of a nutritional status: 
“Evaluation of nutritional status is de- 
signed primarily to determine whether 
a person is malnourished. At once this 
stated aim raises several questions. 
What is malnutrition? What are its 
specific manifestations? Malnutri- 
tion occurs in all degrees. If a sufficient- 
ly large number of persons at random 
were examined by most sensitive and 
specific methods, their nutritional con- 
dition would form a continuous series 
from perfection to extreme malnutri- 
tion. 


Jollife (2) states: “The terms ‘Mal- 
nutrition,’ ‘Nutritional Deficiency Dis- 
ease, ‘Nutritional Failure,’ ‘Beri-beri,’ 
‘Pellagra,’ ‘Scurvy,’ ‘Riboflavin Defi- 
ciency, and similar terms signify to 
many persons disorders arising solely 
from an inadequate diet. 


“But all these may occur in the pres- 
ence of dietary adequacy. As pointed 
out by Kruse, these terms should denote 
a deficiency in the bodily tissues rather 
than in the diet. If a tissue deficiency 
arises from an inadequate diet it is 
known as a primary deficiency. If the 
tissue deficiency is caused by factors 
other than an inadequate diet alone it is 
known as a conditioned or secondary 
deficiency. Conditioned deficiencies are 
caused by factors that interfere with the 
ingestion, absorption or utilization of 
essential nutrients, or by factors that 
increase their requirement, destruction 
or excretion.” 


Kruse in further comment on defi- 
ciency states (3): “Following Eijk- 
man’s experimental production of beri- 
beri by diet in 1897, Grijns formulated 
the conception of deficiency diseases. 





He showed that certain foods contained 
an unknown essential substance which 
cured or protected against beri-beri. 
When foods lacking the essential were 
eaten, beri-beri resulted. It was clear 
that deficiency of an essential substance 
in food produced disease. To this sub- 


stance Funk gave the name ‘Vitamine.’ 


“It had long been known that calor- 
ies were necessary for growth and main- 
tenance; for with insufficient caloric 
intake, impaired growth or actual loss 
of weight, i.e. undernutrition ensued. 
During the decade 1912-22 it was found 
that a series of chemically unidentified 
substances, present in very small 
amounts in natural foods, were likewise 
essential for growth and maintenance. 
When the diet was deficient in any one 
of them, retarded growth or actual de- 
crease in weight took place. 

“In the same period it was further 
shown that the ‘vitamine’ protecting 
against beri-beri was identical with one 
of the unidentified substances indis- 
pensable for growth. Then from animal 
experiments it was found that lack of 
each of the growth substances resulted 
in a separate, specific disease which had 
its analogue in man. Thus scurvy, xe- 
rophthalmia and rickets were found to 
be deficiency diseases, each arising from 
lack of a different substance. 


“In this dual role each substance was 
essential not only for prevention of 
these diseases but also for promotion 
of growth. As additional essential sub- 
stances were demonstrated, it was noted 
that a deficiency in each not only im- 
paired growth but also produced a spe- 
cific disease. More recently, pellagra 
and ariboflavinosis have been identified 
as a deficiency disease. Thus it has been 
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demonstrated that lack of each essential 
substance produces a specific deficiency 
disease. 

“According to accepted nomencla- 
ture, each substance came to be desig. 
nated by the generic name vitamin and 
an alphabetic letter. The xerophthal- 
mia, beri-beri, keratitis, pellagra, scur- 
vy and rickets, the major deficiency dis. 
eases which historically have occurred 
in epidemics and endemics, resulted 
from lack of Vitamins A, B’, B’, P-P, C 
and D respectively. 

“With the chemical isolation and 
identification of the vitamins, it has 
been convenient to give each a more 
descriptive name as follows: B’, Thia- 
mine; B’, Riboflavin; P-P, Niacin or 
Nicotinic Acid; C, Ascorbic Acid, Vita- 
mins A and D have yet to be given such 
a designation. 

“Meanwhile the concept of deficiency 
diseases had been extended to embrace 
those disorders arising from deficiency 
of essentials other than vitamins, e.g. 
protein, calcium and iron. Thus, lack 
of an essential whether a vitamin, pro- 
tein or mineral, produces its own par- 
ticular and specific deficiency disease. 

“From these facts may be formulated 
the principles epitomizing the newer 
knowledge of diet and nutrition: (a) a 
number of essential substances are con- 
tained in food; (b) a deficiency of each 
essential substance in the diet interferes 
with growth and maintenance and in- 
duces a disease; (c) the relationship 
between the nature of the dietary defi- 
ciency and of the resulting disease is 
characterized by specificity. These prin- 
ciples have had a profound influence 
on nutritional science, especially the 
concept of nutritional status and means 
of appraising it.” 


Kruse continues with the observation 
that: “With all this knowledge the oc — 
currence of deficiency diseases in this 
country have not been generally noted 
except in city hospitals or endemic re” 
gions. Although nationwide dietary in-— 
adequacies have been revealed by sur-— 


veys, frank deficiency diseases on such 
a scale have not been seen. According 
to their concept, clinicians rightly as- 
sert that they do not see deficiency dis 
eases. But they are incorrect in conclud- 
ing that there is no widespread preva- 
lence of them In assertions by 
clinicians that deficiency diseases are 
not generally prevalent, the traditional 
acute severe form has been meant. In 
this country this classic form is relative 
ly infrequent, instead the deficiency dis- 
eases are present in other forms.”
